GENERAL 


ORGANIZATION 

This  is  the  Twenty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Indian  Council  of  Social 
Science  Research  (ICSSR)  covering  the  period  1  April  1990  to  31  March 
1991. 

The  ICSSR’s  main  deliberative  body  known  as  the  Council  has  twenty- 
six  members — a  Chairman,  eighteen  social  scientists,  six  representatives 
of  the  Government  of  India  nominated  by  the  Government  and  a  Member- 
Secretary  appointed  by  the  ICSSR  with  the  approval  of  the  Government 
of  India. 

On  31  March  1991  the  term  of  Prof.  C,  Parvathamma,  Prof.  T.S. 
Papola,  Prof.  Basheeruddin  Ahmad,  Prof.  V.P.  Dutt,  Dr.  Madhav  Gadgil, 
and  Prof.  K.  Saradamoni  came  to  an  end.  (Appendix  1) 

COUNCIL  AND  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 

The  Council  has,  apart  from  itself,  seven  other  committees  composed  of 
members  drawn  both  from  the  Council  members  and  also  from  outside.

ICSSR  SECRETARIAT 

The  ICSSR  Secretariat,  headed  by  the  Member-Secretary,  has  a  total 
strength  of  73  Officers  (Appendix  2),  Administrative  and  Accounts 
staff,  Clerks  and  Library  Assistants,  etc.  The  Council’s  staff  has 
been  academically  active  and  contributed  a  number  of  seminar  papers, 
doctoral  theses,  research  reports,  etc. 

The  ICSSR  is  soon  going  td  have  a,.peTinaffent  headquarter  at  New  Delhi 
as  it  is  building  a  campus  of  its  own.  The  construction  work  is  in  full 
swing  and  the  administrative  block  is  likely  to  be  ready  for  occupation 
by  the  end  of  1991.  Construction  of  the  auditorium  and  bank  is  likely 
to  commence  soon.

RESEARCH  PROMOTION 


Promotion  of  research  in  social  sciences  is  the  objective  for  which  the 
Council  was  constituted.  This  it  does  mainly  by  (1)  keeping  track  of 
literature,  researches,  and  trends  in  the  social  science  research,  in  the 
country  through  its  Survey  of  Research  series;  (2)  inviting  new  research 
proposals  under  its  research  projects  and  other  specialized  research  pro¬ 
grammes;  (3)  granting  various  types  of  research  fellowships,  contingency 
grants  to  research  scholars,  study  grants,  etc.;  and,  (4)  conducting  seminars, 
training  courses,  and  workshops  for  the  benefit  of  young  social  scientists 
in  India.  The  Council’s  activities  in  all  these  areas  during  1990-91  were  as 
follows: 

SURVEY  OF  RESEARCH  IN  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

This  scheme  was  launched  in  1970  to  monitor  the  state  of  social  science 
research  in  the  country.  It  was  felt  that  these  surveys  of  researches 
already  done  would  help  the  Council  in  formulating  its  research 
promotion  policies  and  identifying  priority  areas  of  research.  They  were 
also  meant  to  help  in  the  teaching  of  social  sciences  in  the  country. 

Under  this  programme  an  advisory  committee  of  Social  Scientists  was 
formed  for  each  subject  separately  under  a  convenor.  The  panel  identified 
the  contributors  who  were  asked  to  survey  literature  on  the  subject  for  the 
stipulated  period  of  that  series.  The  progress  of  the  surveys  during  1990-91 
is  as  follows: 

FIRST  SERIES 

Twenty-four  volumes  have  been  published  so  far  in  the  first  series. 

SECOND  SERIES 
MANAGEMENT 

Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Management  1970-79 ;  Professor  B.L. 
Maheshwari  (Editor),  has  been  published. 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Political  Science i  Professor  V.R.  Mehta 
(Editor).  Seven  reports  have  been  received. 
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ECONOMICS 

Second  Survey  of  Research  in  Economics :  Professor  C.H.  Hanumantha 
Rao  is  the  convenor  after  the  sad  demise  of  Late  Professor  S.  Chakra- 
varty.  Nine  reports  have  been  received.  It  was  decided  to  publish  the 
reports  separately  as  they  are  received.  Accordingly  three  reports  have 
been  published.

RESEARCH  PROJECTS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  314  social  science  research  proposals  were 
under  consideration.  During  the  year  219  proposals  were  received.  Of 
the  total  533  research  proposals,  79  were  sanctioned,  96  were  rejected  or 
recorded  for  various  reasons  and  358  were  under  consideration  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

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RESEARCH  PROGRAMME  ON  THEORETICAL  AND  METHODOLOGICAL  ISSUES  I N 
SOCIAL  SCIENCE  RESEARCH 

The  project  will  analyse  the  contribution  of  research  projects  and  fellow* 
ships  funded  by  the  Council  to  social  science  development  and  policies 
including  the  methodological  trends  reflected  in  the  studies  surveyed, 
Six  eminent  scholars  have  been  asked  to  undertake  the  surveys  in  Socio¬ 
logy,  Anthropology,  Political  Science,  Social  Psychology,  Economics,  and 
Geography.  The  project  will  help  the  Council  evaluate  its  sponsored 
programmes. 

ENCYCLOPAEDIA  OF  SOCIAL  LEGISLATION  IN  INDIA 

The  Editorial  Board  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Justice  P.N.  Bhagwati 
met  in  January  1991  to  identify  convenors  for  the  areas  under  specific 
groups,  namely  women;  children;  scheduled  castes;  scheduled  tribes; 
other  disadvantaged  groups;  denotified  tribes  and  criminals;  environment; 
and  the  aged.  These  areas/themes  are  in  addition  to  those  identified 
earlier.  The  areas/themes  identified  earlier  were  land  and  agrarian  re¬ 
forms;  labour;  economic  organization;  family;  health;  education;  and 
criminal  law. 

PROGRAMME  ON  CRITICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  THE  WORKS  OF  OUTSTANDING 
INDIAN  SOCIAL  SCIENTISTS:  SERIES  OF  NATIONAL  SEMINARS 

The  Council  received  a  suggestion  from  an  eminent  social  scientist  that 
it  should  initiate  a  programme  of  seminars  to  critically  examine  the  works 
of  outstanding  Indian  social  scientists.  It  was  also  suggested  that  a 
beginning  in  this  direction  may  be  made  with  a  seminar  on  the  works 
of  the  eminent  historian,  the  late  Professor  D.D.  Kosambi,  Accor¬ 
dingly,  a  new  scheme  for  such  seminars  has  been  formulated.  The 
Council  also  accepted  the  suggestion  to  begin  this  series  of  seminars  with 
the  works  of  Professor  D.D.  Kosambi.  An  Advisory  Committee  has 
been  set  up  to  advise  and  guide  the  academic  and  organizational  aspects 
of  this  seminar. 

TRIE  A  L  STUDIES  PROGRAMME 


The  idea  of  instituting  the  programme  on  Tribal  Studies  was  first  mooted 
in  January  1988,  and  approved  by  the  Council  in  August  1989.  The 
Council  constituted  a  panel  of  16  members  to  advise  and  guide  the  pro¬ 
gramme.  The  panel  identified  the  following  four  broad  areas  of  research 
to  be  taken  up  on  a  priority  basis  under  this  programme:  (/)  command 
over  resources  (including  social,  economic,  and  cultural);  (if)  issues  in 
tribal  movements;  (iii)  paradigm  of  development  and  tribal  situation; 


and  Qv)  self-governing  systems  of  4ribat communities  including  arrange¬ 
ments  under  the  Vth  and  Vlth  .Schedule.  ; .  V| « ;  ■ ,  . 

The  panel  has  identified  scholars  who  Were  to  be  entrusted  with  the 
task  of  preparing  review  papers  on  select  themes.  In  all  96  scholars  have 
been  approached  with  a  request  to  prepare  review  papers  on  themes/ 
areas  identified  for  the  programme. 

icssr-icmr  joint  panel  on  health 

The  filially  revised  sub-group  reports  and  the  review  papers  relating  to 
the  new  document  on  ‘Health  For  All\  project  were  accepted  by  the 
Joint  Panel  and  the  scholars  were  given  the  freedom  to  publish  their 
papers  in  the  manner  they  deem  fit  with  the  provision  that  the  ICS  SR 
will  provide  support  to  facilitate  the  publication. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Panel,  the  ICSSR  is  preparing , 
a  policy  document  highlighting  the  specific  recommendations  for  research' 
and  action,  on  the  basis  of  the  findings  of  the  reports.  ys. 

A  sponsored  programme  on  Implementation  of  Health  Policies  and, 
Programmes  in  India’  was  initiated  during  the  end  of  this  financial  year" 
as  the  second  phase  of  the  project.  Professor  Yijay  Kochar,  has.  been! 
given  the  responsibility  of  undertaking  this  programme.  A  couple  of  other . 
sponsored  programmes  will  also  be  taken  up  in  the  next  financial  year.' ' 

NATIONAL  FELLOWSHIPS 

The  National  Fellowships  of  the  ICSSR  are  offered  by  the  Council  .on. its, 
own  initiative  to  outstanding  social  scientists,  who  have  made  significant' 
contribution  to  .research,  in  recognition  of  the  excellence  of  their;  work.' 
and  with  a  view  to  enabling  them  to  continue  their  academic  work.  t 
During  the  year  1990-91,  one  National  Fellowship  was  awarded. 

RESEARCH  FELLOWSHIPS 

Since  its  inception,  the  Council  has-  awarded  41  National,  256  Senior,; 
117  Post-Doctoral/General,  22  Young  Social  Scientists,  and  2  Foun¬ 
dation  Day  Fellowships.  Year- wise  details  of  these  Fellowships  may';be- 
seen  in  Table  2.2.  *  ” 

In  1990-91,  34  proposals  for  Senior  Fellowships  and  38  proposals . 
for  General  Fellowhips  were  received.  On  31  March  1991,  98  proposals1 
for  -  Senior  .  and-  -General  -Fellowships  -(including  The  -  pending  proposals*  -of- 
the  previous  years)  were  under  consideration.

DOCUMENTATION 


TCSSR  has  a  documentation  unit  known  as  National  Social  Science 
Documentation  Centre  (nassdoc)  at  its  headquarters,  35  Ferozeshah 
Road,  New  Delhi  to  provide  library  information  services  to  social  science 
community.  This  activity  is  virtually  equivalent  to  what  logistics  is  for 
defence  and  industry.  For  optimizing  the  results  of  research  funding 
and  research  promotional  activities  such  a  service  is  an  absolute  neces¬ 
sity.  In  fact,  documentation,  data  archival  facilities,  and  dissemination 
of  information  through  publications  are  the  life  support  systems  for  a 
research  outfit. 

The  National  Social  Science  Documentation  Centre  (nassdoc) 
provided  regular  services  like  literature  search  including  bibliography 
compilation,  documents  delivery  and  referral  services  to  the  social  scien¬ 
tists.  Its  activities  during  1990-91  were  as  follows: 

NASSDOC  RESEARCH  INFORMATION  SERIES

Two  hundred  twenty-two  short  bibliographies  on  various  topics  relating 
to  social  sciences  were  compiled  on  demand.  Apart  from  this  photo¬ 
copies  of  already  compiled  bibliographies  available  in  NASSDOC  were 
also  supplied. 

indexing  of  journals 

Indexing  and  editing  of  ‘Retrospective  Index’  to  Indian  periodicals  in 
Political  Science  and  in  Economics  from  their  inception  to  1970  is  in 
progress. 
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ACQUISITION  OF  PUBLICATIONS 

Total  publications  added  to  the  nassdoc  collection  during  the  period 
were  1,597.  It  included  142  theses  and  150  research  project  reports. 

PERIODICALS  SUBSCRIBED 

Four  hundred  journals  were  renewed  during  the  year  1990*91.  Fourteen 
daily  newspapers  and  about  25  other  magazines  were  subscribed  every 
month.  About  2,000  journals  were  received  in  exchange. 

TECHNICAL  PROCESSING 

Two  thousand  three  hundred  fifty  documents  including  1,150  books 
and  1,200  theses  were  classified  and  catalogued  for  use  in  the  library. 

DOCUMENT  DELIVERY  AND  DUPLICATING  SERVICES 

2,16,406,  photocopies  were  produced  for  research  scholars  and  for  Coun- 
til’s  work.  Also  2,046  documents  were  acquired  on  Inter-Library  Loan. 

READING  ROOM 

The  Reading  Room  of  nassdoc  is  kept  open  on  all  days,  except  three 
national  holidays,  from  9.30  A.M.  to  6.00  P.M.  About  4,520  scholars 
consulted  the  research  material  available  in  the  Centre  during  the  year 
1990-91. 

APINESS  ACTIVITIES

were:

The  Council  provided  grant-in-aid  for  documentation  and  bibliographical 
projects  and  for  holding  conferences  and  seminars  to  different  associations/ 
institutions.

UPDATING  OF  1CSSR  DIRECTORY  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENCE  RESEARCH  INSTITUTES 
IN  INDIA 

For  this,  nassdoc  had  sent  a  copy  of  information  about  the  institutes 
as  it  was  currently  available  in  the  database  to  all  the  concerned  insti¬ 
tutions  to  review  the  existing  information.  The  proformas  were  sent  to 
325  institutes  of  which  150  proformas  duly  checked/updated  have  been 
received.  The  data  for  these  institutes  are  available  in  our  database  and 
are  planned  to  be  released  in  a  published  form  also.  The  earlier  edition 
was  published  in  1972.

AREA  STUDY  BIBLIOGRAPHY 

Bibliography  of  research  material  on  Orissa  has  been  released.  Manu¬ 
script  of  the  bibliographies  on  Bihar,  Karnataka,  and  Maharashtra  were 
finalized.  The  editing  work  of  North-eastern  India  has  been  initiated. 

UPDATING  OF  UNION  CATALOGUE  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENCE  PERIODICALS 

The  Union  Catalogue  of  Social  Science  Serials/Periodicals  completed 
earlier  in  1976  provided  holdings  of  serials  (including  periodicals)  in  550 
libraries  in  India.  ICSSR  has  taken  a  decision  to  update  the  data  and  the 
work  was  initiated  in  30  libraries  in  Delhi  during  1990-91.  The  data 
collection  job  has  been  completed  in  25  libraries  and  the  work  is  in  pro¬ 
gress.  in  the  remaining  5  libraries.  Some  of  the  major  libraries  parti¬ 
cipating  in  the  project  are:  Delhi  University  Library,  Jawaharlal  Nehru 
University  Library,  Indian  Institute  of  External  Affairs  Library  and  Plan¬ 
ning  Commission  Library.  About  20,000  data  cards  prepared  in  the 
various  libraries  are  at  the  editing  stage  for  input  into  the  computer. 
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EXCHANGE 

Editors  and  publishers  of  50  journals  were  approached  for  exchange  of 
journals  during  the  period  and  exchange  agreements  for  five  journals  were 
finalized. 


COMPUTERIZATION  ACTIVITIES 

From  computer  unit  of  nasSdoc  following  documents  were  released 
‘Area  Study  Bibliographies  on  Karnataka,  Orissa,  Bihar’;  ‘Inventory 
of  Social  Science  Research  Institutions  in  Tndia\  ‘Conference  Alert’;  and 
‘Current  Contents’. 

Union  Catalogue  of  Social  Science  Periodicals  in  India  and  Database 
of  Research  Project  reports  in  nassdoc  are  at  a  developmental  stage. 

FOREIGN  BIBLIOGRAPHICAL  DATABASES 

Two  databases  on  cd-rom  viz.  popline  and  austrom  were 
acquired,  popline  (Population  Information  Online)  is  world’s  largest 
database  on  population  with  1,60,000  records  in  English  language, 
austrom  (Australian  Social  Science  and  Education  Databases  on 
CD-ROM)  is  a  compilation  of  eleven  Australian  Social  Science  and  Edu¬ 
cation  databases.  Data  from  both  the  databases  can  be  accessed  from 
various  points.  Service  to  twenty-five  scholars  was  given  using  popline 
database.

DATA  ARCHIVES 


The  Data  Archives  lias  been  providing  services  relating  to  the  acquisition, 
systematization,  organization  and  dissemination  of  data  sets  with  potential 
for  secondary  analysis.  It  has  also  been  extending  guidance  and  consul¬ 
tancy  services  in  data  processing  to  scholars  and  researchers.  In  this, 
besides  the  Data  Archives  a  number  of  other  research  institutes  are  also 
involved. 

DATA  REPOSITORY 

The  Data  Archives  is  building  a  repository  of  machine-readable  numerical 
data  sets  with  a  view  to  facilitating  exchange  of  data  among  scholars  and 
institutions  to  promote  secondary  analysis.  Primarily,  the  repository  has 
data  sets  of  the  ICSSR  funded  projects  besides  researches  funded  by 
other  agencies  and  some  of  those  collected  by  government  departments 
and  other  organizations.  Out  of  157  data  sets  available  with  the  reposi¬ 
tory,  111  are  ICSSR  funded  researches  and  the  rest  are  studies  funded 
by  the  other  agencies.  The  Council  has  also  been  providing  financial  and 
technical  assistance  to  various  research  institutes  to  promote  organization 
of  significant  data  sets.  Subsequently,  some  of  the  data  sets  so  organized 
have  also  been  acquired  by  the  Data  Archives. 

The  potential  data-sets  for  the  repository  are  identified  on  the  basis 
of  detailed  information  collected  through  a  proforma.  Preference  is, 
however,  given  to  data  sets  which  are  in  machine-readable  form.  During 
the  year  51  project  directors  have  been  requested  to  furnish  details  of 
their  studies.  In  addition,  negotiations  are  on  with  35  project  directors. 
During  the  period  following  data  sets  have  been  acquired.

INFORMATION  BASE  ON  INDIAN  INDUSTRIES 

The  ICSSR,  alongwith  the  Bureau  of  Industrial  Costs  and  Prices  and  the 
Industrial  Development  Bank  have  funded  a  project  to  develop  an  infor¬ 
mation  base  on  Indian  industries.  A  total  of  forty  industries  have  been 
covered  in  this  data  base.  These  industries  include  cement,  aluminium, 
jute,  petro-chemicals,  fertilizers,  cotton  textile,  coal,  iron  and  steel,  tyres, 
sugar,  paper,  automobiles,  consumer  electronics  and  electronic  compo¬ 
nents,  machine  tools,  edible  oils  (including  vanaspati),  refrigerators  and 
air-conditioners,  footwear,  heavy  chemicals,  electric  Ians,  textile  machi¬ 
nery,  non-ferrous  metals,  industrial  fasteners,  glass  and  glassware,  refrac¬ 
tories  and  ceramics,  sugar  machinery,  paints  and  varnishes,  gear  and  gear 
boxes,  power  driven  pumps,  petroleum  refineries,  mining  and  drilling 
equipments,  bulk  drugs,  computer  and  peripherals,  auto  components, 
wrist  watches,  electric  bulbs  and  tubes,  and  food  processing.  The  organi¬ 
zation  of  data  on  a  large  number  of  aspects  of  these  industries  covering 
the  period  1970  to  1985  is  nearing  completion. 

NATIONAL  REGISTER  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENTISTS  IN  INDIA 

The  National  Register  of  Social  Scientists  in  India  was  published  in  1983. 
It  is  being  updated  currently.  The  proforma  for  collection  of  relevant 
intormation  has  been  mailed  to  over  11,000  scholars.  Filled  in  proformas 
from  4,000  social  scientists  have  been  received  so  far.  This  information 
is  being  screened,  edited,  and  computerized. 


GUIDANCE  AND  CONSULTANCY  SERVICES  IN  DATA  PROCESSING 

Under  this  scheme  assistance  is  provided  to  social  science  researchers  in 
framing  of  research  tools  lor  data  collection,  sampling  design,  devising 
code-books,  selecting  appropriate  statistical  techniques  for  data  analysis, 
computer  programming,  and  data  processing.  Besides  the  Data  Archives, 
these  facilities  are  available  at  nine  research  institutes  located  in  different 
parts  ot  the  country.  A  list  of  Centres  providing  these  facilities  may 
be  seen  in  Appendix  10.  A  list  of  scholars  who  have  availed  of  these 
facilities  during  the  year  may  be  seen  in  Appendix  11. 
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GIRL  CHILD  AND  THE  FAMILY 

TJie  Data  Archives  is  represented  on  the  Coordination  Committee  of 
an  All  India  Study  of  the  Girl  Child  and  the  Family,  a  research  and  action 
project  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Women  and  Child  Development, 
Ministry  of  Welfare,  Government  of  India  and  is  providing  relevant  inputs 
at  different  stages  of  the  study.  The  central  focus  of  the  project  is  to 
study  the  impact  of  development  process  on  the  opportunity  structure 
and  future  life  chances  of  girl-children  between  the  age  group  of  17  and 
18  years.  The  questionnaires  for  the  collection  of  relevant  information 
from  the  girl  children,  their  mothers  and  households  were  finalized  in 
consultation  with  the  Data  Archives.  Currently  22  Women  Centres  loca¬ 
ted  in  different  universities  are  collecting  data  from  about  thirteen 
thousand  girl  children,  their  mothers  and  households  from  44  districts 
in  India.  In  the  meanwhile,  the  Data  Archives  is  preparing  code-books 
for  coding  data  for  computerization,  and  providing  training  to  the  project 
staff  of  these  Women  Centres  in  data  coding.  The  data  of  the  project 
involving  over  1.6  lakh  data  records  are  proposed  to  be  processed  by  the 
Data  Archives. 

TRAINING  COURSE  IN  COMPUTER  APPLICATIONS  IN  DATA  ANALYSIS 

With  the  phenomenal  growth  in  the  availability  of  personal  computers 
alongwith  a  variety  of  user-friendly  software  packages,  the  demand  For 
training  courses  on  computer  applications  have  been  increasing  during 
tire  last  few  years.  Accordingly,  Data  Archives  conducted  a  two  weeks' 
training  course  on  computer  applications  in  social  science  data  analysis 
for  the  benefit  of  the  faculty  of  social  science  departments  of  universities 
in  the  North-Western  region  at  ICSSR  North-Western  Regional  Centre, 
Chandigarh  from  16  to  28  April  1990. 

The  three  components  of  this  course  were  (a)  basic  concepts  of  the 
computers,  (b)  statistical  techniques,  and  (tj  exposing  participants  in 
exploring  the  data  with  the  help  of  SPSS  through  practical. 

Twenty-five  teachers  of  various  social  science  departments  from  all 
universities  in  the  region  participated  in  the  training  programme.  The 
Data  Archives  proposes  to  conduct  similar  training  courses  in  other 
regions  of  the  country, 

ICSSR  RESEARCH  GRANTS  INFORMATION  SYSTEM  (llGIS) 

A  computer-aided  information  system  for  effective  monitoring  ol  these 
grants  has  been  developed  and  is  being  continuously  updated.  The  sys¬ 
tem,  as  reported  earlier,  includes  all  proposals  for  research  grants  received 
since  1985. 
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COMPUTING  FACILITIES 

The  ICSSR  has  a  mini  computer  SIRIUS-32  (based  on  MC  68020  micro 
processor)  with  600  MB  Winchester  hard  disk  storage,  2  tape  drives, a  line 
printer,  tour  terminals,  and  two  IBM  Compatible  PC/XTs.  A  few  PC'/ 
AT  386  machines  are  proposed  to  be  added  to  this  configuration.  These 
systems  are  backed  by  a  Software  Support  Group.  The  Group  has 
developed  a  number  of  system  utilities  and  software  for  in-house  appli¬ 
cations  as  well  as  in  meeting  the  needs  of  scholars  under  the  Guidance 
and  Consultancy  Services  in  Data  Processing.  Besides,  internationally 
known  statistical  package  (SPSS  PC+)  has  been  acquired  which  provides 
wide  range  of  capabilities  for  undertaking  various  uni-variate,  bi-variate, 
and  multi-variate  analyses  of  data.  The  Data  Archives  has  opted  for 
three  modules — the  Basic  Statistics,  the  Advanced  Statistics,  and  the 
Trends. 

The  computing  facilities,  besides  being  used  for  in-house  applications, 
were  also  made  available  to  institutions  and  researchers  in  social  sciences 
at  a  nominal  charge.  For  additional  information,  can  be  contacted 
the  Director,  Data  Archives,  35  Ferozeshah  Road  New  Delhi-110  001.

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II  INDO-DliTCH  PROGRAMME  ON  ALTERNATIVES  IN  DEVELOPMENT  (iDPAD) 

The  work  plan  for  the  third  phase  of  IDPAD  which  was  submitted  in 
July  1989  to  the  Government  of  India  for  their  approval  was  finally  cleared 
by  March  1 991  •  The  thrust  area  of  research  in  this  work  plan 
are:  ‘Ecology  and  Development:  Rural  Transformation  in  Asia’,  ‘State 
and  Society’,  and  ‘International  Economic  Order.’ 

The  work  plan  includes  as  many  as  25  projects  to  be  implemented  over 
a  period  of  two  to  three  years.  Barring  a  few  exceptions  most  of  these 
projects  are  collaborative  in  nature  in  which  Indian  and  Dutch  scholars 
are  involved. 

Under  the  programme,  four  Indian  scholars,  namely  Professor  R.K. 
Jain,  Dr.  Rana  P.  Belial,  Dr.  Ranjit  Das  Gupta,  and  Dr.  Prabhu 
Mahapatra  visited  the  Netherlands  to  participate  in  a  seminar  on  ‘Plan¬ 
tation  Labour  in  Colonial  Asia’  organized  by  casa  at  Amsterdam  bet¬ 
ween  26  and  29,  September  1990.  In  addition.  Dr.  Kandalat  Ravi  from 
Trivandrum  also  participated  in  the  above  seminar.

The  Council  continued  to  maintain  its  professional  links  with  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Asian  Social  Science  Research  Councils  (AASSREC).  The 
International  Federation  of  Social  Science  Organizations  (1FSSO),  and 
the  International  Social  Science  Council  (ISSC).  Besides,  the  Council 
also  maintained  its  contacts  with  the  International  Institute  for  Labour 
Studies,  Geneva.

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large  number  of  Indian  scholars  will  be  held  in  April  1991  to  work  out 
further  programme  with  this  organization.

ICSSR  REGIONAL  CENTRES 


Regional  centres  were  established  as  part  of  the  Council’s  programme 
of  decentralizing  administration,  broad-basing  social  science  research  and 
involving  social  science  institutions  in  the  regions  in  promoting  social 
science  research.  Their  main  roles  were  defined  as  follows: 

1.  To  represent  the  icssr  within  the  region  and  spread  the  message 
and  the  programmes  of  the  icssr  to  social  scientists  in  the  region ; 

2.  Bring  the  ideas  and  problems  of  the  social  scientists  of  the  region 
to  the  notice  of  the  icssr  for  possible  action; 

3.  Bring  the  social  scientists  of  the  region  closer  for  promotion  of 
social  science  research  within  the  region;  and, 

4.  Serve  as  a  link  between  the  social  scientists  of  the  region  and  the 
national  and  international  community  of  social  scientists. 

The  ICSSR  has  six  Regional  Centres.  Their  location  and  coverage 
are  as  follows: 

1.  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Calcutta,  covering  Bihar,  Orissa,  Sikkim, 
Tripura,  West  Bengal,  and  the  Union  Territory  of  Andaman  and 
Nicobar  Islands. 

2.  North-Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Shillong,  covering  Arunachal 
Pradesh,  Assam,  Manipur,  Meghalaya,  Mizoram,  and  Nagaland. 

3.  North-Western  Regional  Centre,  Chandigarh,  covering  Haryana, 
Himachal  Pradesh,  Jammu  and  Kashmir,  Punjab  and  the  Union 
Territory  of  Chandigarh. 

4.  Northern  Regional  Centre,  New  Delhi,  covering  Madhya  Pradesh, 
Rajasthan,  Uttar  Pradesh,  and  the  Union  Territory  of  Delhi. 

5.  Southern  Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad,  covering  Andhra  Pradesh, 
Karnataka,  Kerala,  Tamil  Nadu  and  the  Union  Territories  of 
Lakshadweep  and  Pondicherry. 

6.  Western  Regional  Centre,  Bombay,  covering  Gujarat,  Maharashtra, 
Goa,  and  the  Union  Territories  of  (/)  Daman  and  Diu,  and  (if) 
Dadra  and  Nagar  Haveli.

A  number  of  State  Governments  are  providing  financial  assistance  for 
the  activities  and  programmes  of  the  icssr  Regional  Centres.  The 
Regional  Centres  have  been  undertaking  the  following  activities: 

1.  Promoting  and/or  sponsoring  documentation  and  bibliographical 
work  in  the  regional  language; 

2.  Promoting/undertaking  special  documentation  work; 

3.  Supplementing  the  social  science  journals/periodicals  at  the  libra¬ 
ries  of  the  institutions  where  the  Centres  are  located; 

4.  Organizing  or  assisting  in  the  organization  of  Seminars/Workshops/-. 
Conferences  in  the  region; 

5.  Organizing  lectures  by  distinguished  scholars; 

6.  Assisting  regional  professional  associations  of  social  scientists  and 
social  science  journals  in  the  regional  languages; 

7.  Providing  low  cost  accommodation  (wherever  possible)  to  scholars/ 
students  visiting  the  place  for  library  or  field  work; 

8.  Awarding  study  grants  to  scholars  for  visiting  libraries,  institutions 
for  research  work; 

9.  Providing  photocopying  facilities  to  scholars,  especially  providing 
photocopies  of  selected  articles  from  journals  etc;  and, 

10.  Any  other  activity  which  may  promote  social  science  research  in 
the  region  and/or  which  may  be  delegated  by  the  icssr. 

The  various  Regional  Centres  have  developed  adequate  infrastructure 
and  research  support  facilities  over  the  years  with  the  funds  provided  by 
the  icssr  and  the  State  Governments,  These  include  hostel/guest  house 
fiicilities,  additional  library  space,  conference  halls,  seminar  rooms,  ancl 
reprographic  facilities. 


ACTIVITIES 


documentation  and  bibliographical  services  in  regional  languages 


The  Southern  Regional  Centre,  Hyderabad  has  been  providing  documen¬ 
tation  and  bibliographical  services  in  Telugu,  Urdu,  Tamil,  Kannada, 
and  Malayalam.  Two  issues  of  the  documentation  lists  were  published 
and  29  newspapers  and  periodicals  and  bibliography  in  Tamil  were  indexed 
during  the  year. 


Flic  Centre  continued  its  work  on  theme  oriented  bibliography  and 
indexed  nearly  1,781  articles  appearing  in  different  social  science  journals, 
periodicals  and  books  on  commimalism,  700  articles  published  in  Telegu 
newspapers  and  journals  since  1978  and  900  articles  in  Urdu  newspapers 
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and  journals  on  . ‘Status  of  Women5  and  brought  them  out  in  mimeograp¬ 
hed  form.  The  project  of  building  a  rich  data  base  on  Indian  economy 
made  considerable  progress.  It  has  a  Government  Document  Cell  where 
reports  of  legislative  committees,  corporations  and  other  agencies,  budget 
papers  and  government  publications  received  from  the  States  of  Jammu 
&  Kashmir,  Punjab,  Meghalaya,  Sikkim,  and  Karnataka  are  catalogued 
and  brought  but  in  the  mimeographed  form. 

The  Western  Regional  Centre,  Bombay  functions  as  a  national  centre 
for  Marathi  language  and  provided  financial  support  to  four  social  science 
journals  published  in  Marathi.  The  Centre  has  undertaken  a  project 
sponsored  by  National  Social  Science  Documentation  Centre  of 
Maharashtra  covering  all  teaching  and  research  material  in  social  sciences 
in  any  form  and  any  language  which  are  exclusively  related  to  Maharash¬ 
tra.  Two  quarterly  indexes  for  the  period  July  to  September  1988  for 
economics  and  political  science  each  were  released  and  circulated.  To 
make  the  indexing  activity  more  efficient  and  useful  to  the  user  community 
its  extension  to  five  social  sciences,  namely  Economics,  Sociology,  Politi¬ 
cal  Science,  Psychology,  and  Geography  and  its  computerization  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  J.N.  Library  was  planned  and  the  work  is  in  progress. 

The  Northern  Regional  Centre,  New  Delhi  acts  as  a  national  centre 
for  English  and  Hindi.  It  has  brought  out  8  issues  of  Suchika ,  a  periodi¬ 
cal  containing  bibliographical  materials  in  collaboration  with  JNU  library. 

The  Eastern  Regional  Centre,  Calcutta  is  the  national  centre  for 
Bengali  and  Oriya.  During  the  year  the  Centre  completed  the  first  phase 
of  bibliographical  data  collection  of  books  published  up  to  1938  and 
available  in  the  National  Library  for  the  project  ‘Union  Catalogue  of 
Printed  Bengali  Books  on  Social  Sciences  Available  in  the  Major  Libra¬ 
ries  of  West  Bengal’. 

The  North-Western  Regional  Centre,  Chandigarh,  being  the  Centre 
for  Punjabi  language  is  preparing  cumulative  index  of  books  and  periodi¬ 
cals  in  Punjabi  language  concerning  social  sciences.  The  Centre  brought 
out  a  social  science  documentation  list  and  undertook  the  computeriza¬ 
tion  of  bibliographies  of  Ph.D.  and  M.  Phil,  theses  in  social  sciences 
accepted  for  award  of  Degree  by  various  universities  in  the  region.  So 
far  information  relating  to  eight  universities  has  been  computerized.  The 
Centre  is  preparing  a  catalogue  of  social  science  periodicals  available  in 
the  university  and  other  major  libraries  in  the  region,  The  data  gathered 
from  the  various  libraries  will  be  computerized  to  help  the  scholars  to 
locate  a  journal  of  their  interest. 

The  North-Eastern  Regional.  Centre,  Shillong  has  been  entrusted  with 
the  work  of  area  bibliography  for  North-East  India.  The  Centre  has 
completed  planning  for  its  first  annotated  bibliography  on  ‘Status  of 
Women  in  the  Societies  of  North  East  India5.  „

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TRAINING  AND  PROMOTIONAL  PROGRAMMES 

The  organization  of  seminars,  workshops  and  foundation  courses  in 
research  methodology  is  undertaken  by  the  Regional  Centres  in  various 
colleges  and  University  departments  for  the  benefit  of  young  scholars 
especially  college  teachers  and  familiarizing  them  with  trends  in  social 
sciences  and  the  latest  methods  of  research. 

The  Regional  Centres  also  assist  the  National  Social  Science  Docu¬ 
mentation  Centre  (nassdoc)  of  the  icssr  in  the  acquistion  of  Ph.D, 
dissertations  in  social  sciences. 

EASTERN  REGIONAL  CENTRE  (ERC),  CALCUTTA 

STUDY  GRANTS 

During  the  period  15  scholars,  5  each  from  Uttar  Pradesh  and  Orissa, 
2  from  Andhra  Pradesh  and  one  each  from  Assam,  Bihar,  and  Meghalaya 
were  sanctioned  financial  assistance  under  the  Study  Grant  scheme  of  the 
icssr  for  collecting  material  from  the  National  Library,  Asiatic  Society, 
State  Archives,  Library  of  the  Centre  for  Studies  in  Social  Sciences,  Cal¬ 
cutta,  etc. 

GUEST  HOUSE 

During  the  year  about  153  scholars  were  accommodated  in  the  guest 
house. 

WORKSHOP 

A  workshop  was  organized  by  the  erc  with  financial  assistance  from  the 
Indian  Council  of  Historical  Research,  New  Delhi,  on  ‘Social  and  Econo¬ 
mic  History  of  India  under  Colonial  Rule  1858-1947’  at  the  Eastern 
Regional  Centre  on  22  and  23  March  1991. 

FOREIGN  VISITORS 

Scholars  from  France  visited  the  Centre  and  delivered  lectures  in  the 
field  of  their  specialization. 

LIBRARY 

The  Library  of  the  Centre  has  accessioned  179  volumes  of  books  during 
the  year  which  has  brought  the  total  collection  to  1,814  volumes  It 
also  subscribed  to  31  journals  and  11  leading  dailies  published  from 
India.  Bibliographical  tools  were  also  received  from  the  nassdoc. 
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Library  services  have  been  extended  to  the  ICSSR  Doctoral  fellows, 
research  scholars  visiting  the  Eastern  Regional  Centre  under  the  Study 
Grant  scheme  of,  the  icssr,  and  M.  Phil,  and  Ph.D.  scholars  of  the 
Universities  of  West  Bengal.  Apart  from  the  category  of  users  already 
mentioned  a  large  number  of  college  and  university  teachers,  research 
scholars  attached  to  different  institutions  and  organizations  have  also 
utilized  the  services  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Centre  Library. 

Reprographic  services  from  the  Eastern  Regional  Centre  have  also 
been  extensively  used  by  the  researchers.  More  than  61,000  prints  of 
documents  were  taken  to  meet  1,218  requests  from  the  library  users.

The  North  Eastern  Regional  Centre  has  been  engaged  in  the  work  of 
area  bibliography  for  North  India.

During  the  year  1990-91,  the  Regional  Centre’s  activities  were  as  follows: 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  LIBRARY  RESOURCES  FOR  SOCIAL  SCIENTISTS 

For  supplementing  the  Panjab  University  Library  services  in  social 
sciences,  the  Regional  Centre  has  been  subscribing  to  91  social  science 
Journals  which  are  not  available  in  the  Panjab  University  Library.  The 
Centre  brings  out  a  Social  Science  Documentation  List  on  a  regular 
basis. 

COMPUTERIZATION  OF  BIBLIOGRAPHIES 

The  Regional  Centre  lias  undertaken  the  Computerization  of  Biblio¬ 
graphies  of  Ph.D.  and  M.  Phil.  Theses  in  Social  Sciences  accepted  for 
the  award  of  degree  by  the  various  universities  in  the  Region  on  compu¬ 
ters  made  available  by  the  Panjab  University  Library. 

So  far  information  from  the  following  eight  Universities  of  the  Region 
has  been  computerised  and  is  available  on  request:  (1)  Himachal  Pradesh

The  Regional  Centre  is  now  preparing  Union  Catalogue  of  Social 
Science  Periodicals,  available  in  the  University  and  other  major  libraries 
in  the  Region.

The  Regional  Centre  continued  to  provide  reprographic  service  to  the 
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social  science  students,  teachers,  and  researchers.  Ample  use  is  beina 
made  of  this  facility  by  scholars  not  only  from  Chandigarh  but  also  from 
other  places  in  the  Region.

The  Centre  provided  reprographic  service  to  scholars.  The  total  number

Mimeographed  publication  of  the  six  documentation  lists  (Two  in 
English,  and  One  each  in  Telugu,  Kannada,  Tamil  and  Urdu),  commenced 
in  1978  was  continued  during  the  period  under  report. 

The  Centre  is  covering  the  current  contents  in  social  sciences  of  the 
journals  in  the  Libraries  of  icssr,  Osmania  University  and  National 
Institute  of  Rural  Development. 

The  Centre  introduced  the  documentation  service  in  Tamil  language 
during  the  year.  It  brought  out  two  issues  of  indexes  of  selected  news¬ 
papers  and  periodicals,  A  grant  of  Rs.  7,000  was  sanctioned  to  the 
coordinator  for  this  purpose. 

THEME-ORIENTED  BIBLIOGRAPHY 

The  Centre  indexed  1,781  articles  which  appeared  in  different  social  science 
journals  and  books  on  communalism  and  brought  out  in  mimeographed 
form.  It  also  indexed  700  articles  on  ‘Status  of  Women’,  published  in 
Telugu  and  Urdu  newspapers  and  journals  since  1978  and  brought  out 
in  mimeographed  form 

DATA  BASE  OF  INDIAN  ECONOMY 

The  src,  icssr  has  initiated  the  project  of  building  a  data  base  of 
Indian  economy  by  acquiring  and  storing  all  vital  documents  relating  to 
different  aspects  of  Indian  economy. 

The  main  sources  of  this  data  base  are  the  documents  that  are  brought 
out  by  the  ‘Centre  for  Monitoring  Indian  Economy',  Bombay.  The 
Centre  subscribes  for  this  service  by  paying  Rs.  10,000  annually. 

GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS  CELL 

The  Government  documents  ceil  established  two  years  back  has  been 
receiving  reports  of  legislatures  from  Jammu  &  Kashmir,  Punjab,  Megha¬ 
laya,  Sikkim  and  Karnataka.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  acquire  the 
following  materials:  (a)  reports  ol  legislative  committees,  corporations 
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and  othei  agencies;  (h)  budget  papers,  and  (c)  publications  of  Bureau 
of  Economics  and  Statistics. 

The  catalogue  of  Government  documents  has  been  prepared  and 
brought  out  in  mimeographic  form. 

JOURNALS  AND  NEWSPAPERS 

The  library  subscribed  to  143  English  journals,  10  Telugu  journals,  and  6 
Urdu  journals.  Select  newspapers  published  in  Andhra  Pradesh  and  other 
states  were  also  received.  During  the  year,  the  Library  added  to  its  collec¬ 
tions  156  English  books  and  9  Telugu  books  Also,  the  Centre  received 
a  good  number  of  publications  from  nassdoc,  New  Delhi. 

TRAINING  AND  PROMOTIONAL  PROGRAMMES 

The  Research  Methodology  Course  in  Commerce  was  conducted  at  the 
Department  of  Commerce,  Pondicherry  University.  Pondicherry  from 
IB  to  22  March  1991.  The  src/icssr  granted  a  sum  of  Rs.  8,000. 
Twenty-seven  Ph.D.  scholars  attended  the  course. 

COMPUTER  TRAINING  PROGRAMME 

The  Department  of  Business  Management,  Osmania  University  organized 
a  six-week  computer  training  programme  for  the  social  science  teachers 
and  senior  research  scholars.  The  course  was  intended  to  impart  training 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  use  of  personal  computers  to  the  research 
scholars  and  teachers  of  social  sciences  to  enable  them  to  prepare  research 
reports  and  dissertations  and  carrying  out  analysis  of  research  data, 

A  batch  of  25  participants  attended  the  course.  The  sue  sanctioned 
a  sum  of  Rs,  8,000  for  organizing  this  course. 

SHORT  TERM  ORIENTATION  COURSE  IN  COMPUTER  PROGRAMMING  FOR  COM¬ 
MERCE  TEACHERS 

The  University  of  Madras  has  recently  introduced  ‘Computer  Programmes’ 
as  a  compulsory  subject  at  the  post-graduate  level.  The  Centre  extended 
full  cooperation  in  organizing  the  course  and  sanctioned  Rs.  8,000  for 
conducting  the  course  on  17-22  December  1990.

Through  its  scheme  of  financial  assistance  for  conducting  seminars,  con¬ 
ferences,  workshops  the  council  promotes  exchange  of  ideas  and  views  on 
various  important  and  contemporary  national  themes  of  social  science 
significance.  During  the  VIHth  Plan  it  is  proposed  to  modify  the  policy 
of  the  Council  supporting  seminars,  conferences,  workshops  etc.  and  lay 
major  emphasis  on  seminars,  conferences,  workshops  which  are  well 
structured  and  articulated  or  of  national  importance  and  the  outcome  of 
these  seminars  is  such  that  they  contribute  to  new  ideas  and  could  be 
used  for  teaching  social  science  subjects.  Details  of  seminars,  conferences, 
and  workshops  conducted  by  universities,  departments,  research  insti¬ 
tutions  and  other  organizations  and  professional  social  science  associations 
during  the  year  1990-91  are  as  follows: 

WORK  OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  ALL:  ISSUES  IN  POLICY,  STRATEGY  AND  PRO¬ 
GRAMMES 

The  Indian  Association  of  Social  Science  Institutions,  New  Delhi 
in  collaboration  with  the  Institute  of  Applied  Manpower  Research,  New 
Delhi  and  National  Council  of  Applied  Economic  Research,  New  Delhi 
organized  a  national  seminar  on  ‘Work  Opportunities  for  All:  Issues  in 
Policy,  Strategy,  Programmes’  on  28-30  April  1990  in  New  Delhi.  The 
Seminar  dwelt  upon  the  following:  ( i )  rural  and  urban  labour  force,  (ff) 
unemployment  and  underemployment;  (iff)  labour  surplus,  concept;  (?y) 
rural  employment  programmes;  (v)  work  programmes  and  related  develop¬ 
ment  of  women  in  rural  areas;  (vi)  literate  rural  youth  as  a  human  re¬ 
source:  overall  dimension— 1971;  (vff)  expanding  and  intensifying  work

About  50  scholars  from  Central  and  State  Governments,  departments, 
research  institutions  and  universities  participated  in  the  Seminar.  The 
Council  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  20,000  for  the  Seminar.

National  Council  of  Development  Communication,  Varanasi  conducted 
a  national  seminar  on  Development  Communication  for  Sustaining 
Democracy’  from  3  to  5  May  1990  at  Varanasi.

The  Indian  Centre  for  Regional  Affairs,  New  Delhi  organized  a  seminar 
on  ‘Planning  in  India— Problems  and  Prospects’  from  4  to  5  May  1990. 
Various  sub-themes  discussed  at  the  seminar  included:  (j)  model  of  India’s 
socio-economic  transformations,  its  positive  and  negative  features _ over¬ 

view;  00  industrial  policy— the  role  of  public  and  private  sector— big 
business  and  multinationals;  (in)  agrarian  policies  and  changes  in  agrarian 
sector;  and  (A)  concepts  of  building  a  welfare  state,  social  equality  and 
social  justice,  and  above  all  democratic  socialism.

Abdur  Rahim  Klian-e-Khanan  Memorial  Society,  New  Delhi  conducted 
a  two-day  seminar  on  ‘Abdur  Rahim  Klian-e-Khanan  and  His  Times’ 
on  5-6  November  1990  at  New  Delhi.  The  Seminar  highlighted  the 
various  facets  of  the  life  and  works  of  Abdur  Rahim  Khan-e-Khanan  and 
also  the  cultural  milieu  of  his  time.  The  themes  discussed  included 
O')  Akbar’s  religious  policy,  (//)  cultural  milieu  of  the  period,  (Hi)  life  of 
Rahim,  (iv)  Rahim  as  a  patron  of  arts,  (v)  Rahim’s  Hindi  poetry,  (v/) 
Rahim’s  Persian  poetry,  (vii)  Swami  Tulsi  Das  and  Rahim,  (yffl)  contri¬ 
bution  of  saints '  and  sufis  in  the  development  of  Indian  languages, 
(ix)  Bhakti  Movement— an  objective  study,  and  (x)  art  and  architecture  of 
the  time  as  integrating  factors.  About  30  scholars  participated  in  the 
Seminar.  The  Council  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  5,000  for  the  Seminar. 

NEW  DIRECTIONS  IN  HUMAN  DEVELOPMENT  AND  FAMILY  STUDIES:  RESEARCH, 
SOCIAL  POLICY  AND  PROGRAMME  INTERFACE 

The  Department  of  Child  Development,  Faculty  of  Home  Science,  M.S. 
University  of  Baroda  organized  a  symposium/workshop  on  ‘New  Direc¬ 
tions  in  Human  Development  and  Family  Studies:  Research,  Social  Policy 
and  Programme  Interface’  in  June  1990  at  Baroda. 

The  Seminar  dwelt  on  the  following  themes  (?)  major  areas  of  study 
in  human  development,  namely  developmental  psychology,  childhood 
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education,  child  welfare  and  family  studies,  and  early  childhood  education, 
(/7)  gaps  in  substantive  context  and  the  scope  for  the  refinement  of  existing 
methodology,  (?/7)  guidelines  for  future  directions  for  strengthening  the 
interface  between  research  and  social  policy  and  programmes  in  human 
development  and  family  studies.  About  thirty-five  scholars  participated 
in  the  Seminar  for  which  the  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000. 

TEACHERS  AND  POLITICS  IN  INDIA 

A  national  seminar  on  ‘Teachers  and  Politics  in  India’  was  organized  by 
the  Centre  for  Studies  of  National  Development,  Meerut  on  23-24  June 
1990  at  Meerut.  The  Seminar  addressed  itself  to  such  issues  as  to  whether 
teachers  should  take  active  part  in  politics;  if  yes,  what  should  be  the 
norms  of  their  political  behaviour  vis-a-vis  their  academic  obligations 
and  what  implications  their  interaction  with  politics  is  likely  to  have? 

About  50  scholars,  social  scientists,  educationists,  and  administrators 
participated  in  the  Seminar.  A  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000  was  sanctioned 
by  the  Council  for  the  Seminar. 

CONSTRAINTS  OF  AGRICULTURAL  DEVELOPMENT  IN  NORTH-EAST  INDIA 

The  North-East  India  Council  for  Social  Science  Research,  Shillong 
conducted  a  two-day  seminar  on  ‘Constraints  of  Agricultural  Develop¬ 
ment  in  North-East  India’  on  2-3  July  1990.  The  themes  discussed  in  the 
Seminar  were:  (i)  agricultural  development  in  the  N.E.  during  the  Plan 
period,  (/;')  land-use  pattern,  (in)  rural  indebtedness  and  agricultural 
finance,  (iv)  progress  of  farm  mechanization,  (v)  Green  Revolution— use 
of  modern  agricultural  inputs,  and  (vi)  development  of  agricultural  marke¬ 
ting. 

More  than  35  scholars  from  different  parts  of  the  country  deliberated 
in  the  Seminar.  The  Council  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  8,000  for  the 
Seminar. 

RECENT  TRENDS  IN  EDUCATIONAL  AND  PSYCHOLOGICAL  TESTING 

The  Institute  for  Studies  in  Psychological  Testing,  Dehradun  organized 
a  national  seminar  on  ‘Recent  Trends  in  Educational  and  Psychological 
Testing’  from  1  to  3  October  1990. 

The  following  themes  were  deliberated  upon  in  the  Seminar:  (i)  the 
present  status  of  educational  and  psychological  testing  in  India;  (if)  emer¬ 
ging  needs  and  problems  of  testing  in  India;  (Hi)  recent  trends  and  latest 
developments  in  different  areas  of  educational  and  psychological  testing; 
(iv)  gaps  and  possibilities  in  educational  and  psychological  test  develop¬ 
ment  programmes  in  India;  and  (v)  research  priorities  in  the  area  of  edu¬ 
cational.  and  psychological  testing  in  India.  About  forty  scholars  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  Seminar  and  the  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  5,000. 
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RECONSTRUCTING  THEORIES  OF  MODERNIZATION  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Centre  for  the  Study  of  Social  Science  and  School  of  Social  Science, 
Jawaharlal  Nehru  University,  New  Delhi  conducted  a  national  seminar 
on  ‘Reconstructing  Theories  of  Modernization  and  Development’  from 
24  to  26  October  1990. 

The  following  themes  were  discussed:  (/)  critiques  of  the  theories  of 
modernization  and  development;  (ii)  re-interpretation  of  social  equality; 
(Hi)  strategies  of  modernization;  and  (iv)  challenges  of  the  ‘Post-Modern’ 
era*  About  100  scholars  from  various  disciplines  participated  in  the 
Seminar,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  10.000. 

STATE  POLITICS  IN  INDIA 

The  Department  of  Political  Science,  University  of  North  Bengal,  Dar¬ 
jeeling  conducted  a  national  seminar  on  ‘State  Politics  in  India’  on  8-10 
November  1990  at  Darjeeling.  The  following  dimensions  of  state  politics 
were  covered  by  the  Seminar:  (z)  caste  and  state  politics;  (ii)  language  and 
state  politics;  (Hi)  regionalism  and  state  politics;  (iv)  regional  parties  and 
state  politics;  (v)  centre-state  relations  and  state  politics;  (vi)  Governors 
and  state  politics;  and  (vii)  pressure  groups  and  state  politics. 

About  30  scholars,  academicians,  research  students  participated  in  the 
deliberations.  The  Council  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000  for  the 
Seminar. 

XIV  NATIONAL  SEMINAR  OF  INDIAN  ASSOCIATION  OF  SPECIAL  LIBRARIES  AND 
INFORMATION  CENTRES 

The  XIVth  National  Seminar  of  the  Indian  Association  of  Special 
Libraries  and  Information  Centres  was  jointly  hosted  by  the  Department 
of  Library  Science  and  Information  Science  and  the  Library  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Mysore.  The  Seminar  was  held  on  13-17  November  1990  at 
Mysore. 

The  Seminar  discussed  the  status  and  authority  of  the  library  profes¬ 
sion  in  relation  to  management*  About  250  scholars  participated  in  the 
Seminar.  ICSSR  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  5,000. 

GORBACHEV’S  REFORMS  AND  INTERNATIONAL  CHANGE 

The  School  of  International  Studies,  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University,  New 
Delhi  held  a  seminar  on  ‘Gorbachev’s  Reforms  and  International  Change’ 
on  14-16  November  1990*  The  idea  was  to  assess  the  process  of 
the  major  change  in  the  East-West  relations  and  the  Post-War 
international  political  system. 
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Four  scholars,  one  each  from  Pakistan,  Bangladesh,  Sri  Lanka 
and  Nepal  and  about  30  academicians  from  India  participated  in  the 
Seminar.  The  Council  met  the  cost  of  passage  of  four  scholars  from 
saarc  countries  and  sanctioned  a  grant  oi  Rs.  10,000  for  the  Seminar. 


SUNITI  KUMAR  CHATTERJI’S  BIRTH  CENTENARY  CELEBRATION 

On  the  occassion  of  Professor  Suniti  Komar  Chatterji’s  Birth  Centenary, 
the  Department  of  Linguistics,  Calcutta  University  organized  a  three-day 
seminar  from  26  to  28  November  1990  at  Calcutta.  The  themes  which 
were  discussed  at  the  seminar  included  locating  language  in  time  and 
space,  locating  language  in  society,  ethnic  mix  and  impact  on  language 
and  language  problems,  and  language  and  national  development.  Besides 
some  sessions  were  devoted  to  highlighting  Professor  Chatterji’s  contri¬ 
bution  in  the  field  of  linguistics  and  other  disciplines.  In  addition  special 
lectures  in  a  series  were  delivered  by  six  noted  linguists.  About  thirty- 
nine  linguists  and  scholars  attended  the  Seminar.  The  Council  sanctioned 
a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000  for  the  Seminar. 


STRATEGIES  I'OR  SOCIAL  JUSTICE 

The  Indian  Institute  of  Technology,  Delhi  conducted  a  national  seminar 
oil  ‘Strategies  for  Social  Justice’  on  11-12  December  1990. 

The  seminar  dwelt  upon  the  issues  pertaining  to  justice  and  equality, 
mechanisms  for  measuring  social  justice  and  backwardness,  and  strategies 
and  concrete  action-plans  for  promoting  social  justice.  Fourteen  scholars 
attended  the  Seminar,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000. 


rethinking  political  development 


The  Social  Science  Research  Centre,  University  of  Rajasthan,  Jaipur 
conducted  a  Round  Table  on  ‘Rethinking  Political  Development’  in 
collaboration  with  the  Institute  of  Development,  Jaipur  on  14-15 
December  1990  at  Jaipur.  The  Round  Table  dwelt  upon  the  historical 
and  social  experience  of  ‘Development’  and  ‘Political  Development’  with  a 
view  to  building  a  more  pluralistic  notion  of  ‘Development’.  About 
twenty  scholars  and  academicians  participated  and  icssr  sanctioned  a 
grant  of  Rs.  10,000  for  the  Round  Table. 

INTERVENTION  STRATEGIES  FOR  HUMAN  RESOURCE  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Department  of  Applied  Psychology,  University  of  Bombay  conducted 
a  National  seminar  on  ‘Intervention  Strategies  for  Human  Resource 
Development’  on  14-15  December  1990. 
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Tile  objective  of  the  Seminar  was  to  enable  the  students  and  resear¬ 
chers  to  transform  themselves  into  applied  psychologists  and  to  help  the 
students  and  researchers  to  imbibe  the  skills  required  to  practice  inter¬ 
vention  strategies  effectively.  Eminent  interventionists  conducted  work¬ 
shops  and  demonstrated  ways  in  which  the  human  problems  in  the  areas 
of  motivation,  communication,  employees  counselling,  self  awareness, 
stress,  parent-child  adjustments,  adolescence,  vocational  adjustment, 
problems  of  special  groups,  personality  development,  delinquents,  border¬ 
line  intelligence  cases,  etc,  were  diagnosed  and  dwelt  with.  About  fifty 
participants  attended  the  Seminar,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000. 

COMPUTERIZATION  IN  GOVERNMENT  LIBRARIES  AND  INFORMATION  CENTRES: 
STATUS  AND  PROSPECTS 

The  Association  of  Government  Librarians  and  Information  Specialists 
held  their  Annual  National  Convention  and  Seminar  on  20-21  December 
1990  at  Indian  National  Science  Academy,  New  Delhi.  The  important  facets 
of  discussion  included:  (i)  problems  in  computerization;  (ii)  experience  in 
computerization:  case  studies;  (iii)  training  requirements  and  manpower 
development;  and  (tv)  use  of  networks  etc.  About  200  professors  atten¬ 
ded  the  Convention.  The  Council  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000. 

2ND  INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  ON  NUTRITION,  HEALTH,  AND  RURAL  POVERTY 

The  2nd  International  Congress  on  ‘Nutrition,  Health,  and  Rural  Poverty’ 
was  organized  by  the  Department  of  Geography,  Hindu  College,  Morada- 
bad  on  20-23  December  1990  at  Moradabad. 

The  Congress  was  sponsored  by  the  Medical  Council  of  India,  Inter¬ 
national  Task  Force  for  the  Rural  Poor,  Indian  Volunteers  for  Community 
Service  (U.K),  and  the  International  College  of  Nutrition.  The  topics 
discussed  included  (/)  rural  development  and  health,  (ii)  nutrition,  health, 
and  hygiene,  (iii)  nutritional  status  and  interventions,  (iv)  planning  and 
poverty,  (v)  nutrition  and  rural  poor,  (vi)  nutrition  education,  (vii)  com¬ 
munity  nutrition,  (viii)  energy  requirements  etc. 

About  18  foreign  delegates  and  about  200  participants  from  India 
attended  the  Congress,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  5,000. 

47TH  ALL  INDIA  POLITICAL  SCIENCE  CONFERENCE 

On  its  Silver  Jubilee  Year  the  School  of  Studies  in  Political  Science,  Centre 
of  Behavioural  Research,  Vikram  University,  Ujjain  organized  the  ‘47111 
All  India  Political  Science  Conference’  from  27  to  29  December  1990. 
The  Conference  deliberated  upon  the  important  contemporary  issues  which 
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included  recent  changes  in  ‘theory  and  practice  of  socialism’,  ‘ethno- 
politics  in  national  and  international  perspectives’,  ‘protest  movement  in 
India1,  ‘electoral  reforms  in  India’,  ‘development  administration  in  India5, 
‘India  and  her  neighbours’,  cLok  Sabha  and  Vidhan  Sabha  elections, 

1989  and  1990’,  and  ‘government  and  politics  of  Madhya  Pradesh’. 
About  twenty  scholars  participated  in  the  Conference,  icssr  sanctioned 
a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000. 

50th  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  INDIAN  SOCIETY  OF  AGRICULTURAL  ECONOMICS 

The  50th  Annual  Conference  of  the  Indian  Society  of  Agricultural  Econo¬ 
mics,  Bombay  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  Department  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  Haryana  Agricultural  University,  Hissar,  on  27-29  December 
1990.  The  Conference  dwelt  upon  the  following  subjects:  (/)  Agro- 
climatic  zonal  planning  and  regional  development;  (ii)  farmers’ 
organizations;  and  (/»)  case  study  of  successful  farmers,  societies,  private 
consultancies  etc.  About  400  delegates  including  topmost  economists 
participated  in  the  Conference,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000. 

XL1Y  ALL  INDIA  COMMERCE  CONFERENCE  OF  INDIAN  COMMERCE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Department  of  Commerce,  Aligarh  Muslim  University,  Aligarh 
organized  the  ‘XLIV  All  India  Commerce  Conference’  on  29-31  December 

1990  at  Aligarh. 

The  Conference  provided  a  forum  for  free  discussion  in  the  areas  of 
management,  commerce,  finance  and  marketing.  About  290  economists, 
academicians  and  scholars  deliberated  on  current  economic  issues  and 
problems  facing  the  country,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000 
for  the  Conference. 

FIRST  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  INDIAN  POLITICAL  ECONOMY  ASSOCIATION 

Indian  Political  Economy  Association  organized  its  First  Annual  Con¬ 
ference  on  1-2  January  1991  at  New  Delhi.  The  theme  of  the  Conference 
was  India’s  political  economy  during  1990s. 

The  Conference  discussed  various  papers  contributed  by  the  parti¬ 
cipants  which  covered  the  following  topics:  (/)  the  decline  of  democratic 
institutions  in  India;  (ii)  politics,  religion,  and  violence;  and  (Hi)  alter¬ 
native  development  paradigms  and  future  of  socialism. 

Over  100  delegates  from  all  over  the  country  from  various  research 
Institutions,  universities,  academic  bodies,  journalists,  and  others  attended 
the  Conference,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  5,000. 
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ENVIRONMENT  AND  BEHAVIOUR:  CHALLENGES  AND  POSSIBILITIES 

The  Department  of  Psychology,  Barkatullah  University,  Bhopal  conducted 
a  seminar  on  ‘Environment  and  Behaviour:  Challenges  and  Possibilities’ 
from  19  to  21  January  1991.  The  objective  was  to  examine  the  various 
facets  of  human  environment  interface  having  implications  for  enhancing 
the  quality  ot  life.  The  Seminar  discussed  the  themes  which  included: 
O')  constructions  of  human-environment  relationship,  («)  dimensions  of 
environmental  challenges,  (m)  conservation  of  forests,  (iv)  social  forestry 
and  environmental  upgradations,  (v)  ecological  problems  of  developing 
countries,  (vr)  environmental  cognition,  (v/i)  environment  and  human 
development,  (viii)  environment,  streets,  and  crowding,  (Lx)  human  spatial 
behaviour,  (.v)  management  of  natural  environments,  and  (xi)  managing 
scarce  environmental  resources. 

Sixty  scholars  participated  in  the  Seminar,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant 
of  Rs.  8,000. 

TRIBAL  POLICY  :  THEMES  AND  ISSUES 

The  Department  of  Anthropology,  University  of  Delhi,  Delhi  organized 
a  seminar  on  ‘Tribal  Policy— Themes  and  Issues’  on  21-24  January  1991. 
The  Seminar  was  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare.  New 
Delhi. 

The  Seminar  discussed  the  following  themes:  (/)  evolution  of  tribal 
policy  in  India;  (ii)  concept  of  development  and  the  tribal  societies;  (Hi) 
the  Indian  approach  and  perspectives  to  the  tribal  societies:  a  comparative 
assessment  of  approaches  of  other  countries;  (iv)  modernization,  ethnicity, 
and  nationhood;  (v)  tribe,  state,  and  nation  in  the  twenty-first  century: 
a  perspective. 

About  fifty  scholars  participated  in  the  Seminar.  The  icssr  sanc¬ 
tioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  10,000. 

XTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE  U.P.  POLITICAL  SCIENCE  ASSOCIATION  AT 
VARANASI 

The  U.P.  Political  Science  Association  held  its  Xth  Annual  Convention 
on  27-29  January  1991  at  Varanasi.  The  Convention  deliberated  upon 
structural  changes  in  Indian  political  system,  political  developments  in 
socialist  countries,  reservations  in  civil  services,  and  performance  of  the 
democratic  system  in  the  countries  leading  to  a  new  world  order  were 
highlighted.  The  pros  and  cons  of  the  reservation  policy  were  analysed. 

Forty  social  scientists  participated  in  the  Convention.  The  Council 
sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  5,000. 
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6th  international  congress  of  human  settlements  in  developing 

COUNTRIES 

The  Centre  for  Human  Settlements,  Calcutta  organized  the  ‘6th  Inter¬ 
national  Congress  on  Human  Settlements  in  Developing  Countries’  from 
31st  January  to  2  February  1991.  The  theme  of  the  Congress  was  ‘urban- 
rural  dichotomy  and  linkages’.  The  Congress  was  co-sponsored  by  the 
United  Nations  Centre  for  Human  Settlements,  Nairobi,  Ministry  of 
Urban  Development,  Planning  and  a  host  of  leading  central  organizations 
and  research  institutes.  Topics  covered  in  the  deliberation  included: 
(0  urban  dynamics  and  urban  rural  interface;  (ii)  rural  development 
and  rural- urban  linkages,  migration  magnitude  and  impact;  (Hi)  housing, 
slums,  and  squatter  settlement,  and  (v)  land,  finance,  infrastructure,  and 
building  materials. 

Delegates  and  experts  from  more  than  12  countries  and  100  delegates 
from  India  participated  in  the  Congress,  icssr  sanctioned  a  grant  of 
Rs.  10,000. 

FIFTH  ALL  INDIA  CONFERENCE  ON  RELIGION,  CULTURE  AND  POLITICS 

The  Indian  Association  of  Women’s  Studies  organized  its  ‘Fifth  All  India 
Conference  on  Religion,  Culture  and  Politics’  on  9-12  February  1991.  The 
Conference  discussed  the  following  themes:  (z)  demographic  context  and 
patterns,  (ii)  political  use  of  religions/cultural  idioms,  (Hi)  religious 
organizations  and  institutions;  fundamentalism  and  reformism,  (iv) 
women’s  rights  and  legal  systems;  (v)  education;  (vi)  family,  (vii)  mass 
media,  (vz'z'z)  economic  context,  (ix)  state  policies  and  its  implications. 

About  700  scholars  and  activists  from  different  parts  of  the  country 
and  several  scholars  from  abroad  participated  in  the  discussions.  The 
Council  sanctioned  a  grant  of  Rs.  20,000  for  the  Conference. 

POPULATION  POLICY  AND  PROGRAMMES:  ISSUES  FOR  1990s  AND  BEYOND 

Department  of  Sociology,  Panjab  University  conducted  a  national  seminar 
on  ‘Population  Policy  and  Programmes:  Issues  for  1990s  and  Beyond’ 
on  15-17  February  1991. 

The  participants  discussed  in  detail  the  following  issues:  (z)  India’s 
demographic  experience:  past  and  the  future;  (ii)  fertility  policies  and 
programmes;  (Hi)  mortality  policies  and  programmes;  (iv)  spatial  distri¬ 
bution  and  spatial  mobility. 

About  50  scholars  drawn  from  Department  of  Sociology  and  Popula- 
lation,  and  Geography  attended  the  Seminar.  The  Council  sanctioned 
a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  10,000. 
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SOCIO-ECONOMIC  REHABILITATION  OF  THE  SIGHTLESS  IN  INDIA:  PROBLEMS  AND 
PROSPECTS 

The  Blind  Person’s  Association,  Calcutta  organized  a  national  seminar 
on  ‘Socio-Economic  Rehabilitation  of  the  Sightless  in  India:  Problems 
and  Prospects’  on  the  occasion  of  the  ‘World  Disabled  Day’  on  17  and  18 
March  1991  at  Calcutta. 

Blind  persons  and  people  from  voluntary  organizations  and  govern¬ 
ment  officials  exchanged  views  on  the  question  of  socio-economic  reha¬ 
bilitation  of  sightless  in  India  with  a  view  to  finding  out  fresh  scope  of 
employment  of  blind  persons  through  training,  placement,  and  introducing 
policy  of  reservation*  The  Seminar  also  deliberated  on  how  to  form 
and  develop  scientific  outfook  among  the  sightless  persons. 

A  large  number  of  persons  from  voluntary  organizations,  educationists, 
opthalmologists,  and  heads  of  institutions  participated  in  the  Seminar. 
A  grant  of  Rs.  10,000  was  sanctioned  by  the  Council.

The  Council  also  sanctioned  a  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  1  lakh  to  Indian 
Association  of  Social  Science  Institutions,  New  Delhi. 

The  scheme  for  continuation  of  the  maintenance  and  development 
grant  to  professional  organizations  and  also  to  the  journals  for  the  plan 
period  is  under  review.  The  Council,  however,  continued  to  provide 
financial  assistance  to  some  of  the  professional  associations  and  journals. 


IX 

RESEARCH  INSTITUTES 


The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research  provides  maintenance  and 
development  grants  to  25  research  institutes.  Sponsoring  of  research 
institutes  outside  the  scope  of  the  University  Grants  Commission  has  been 
one  of  the  major  programmes  of  the  Council  in  enlarging  the  base  of 
social  science  .knowledge*  improving  the  quality  of  research*  and  promoting 
an  interdisciplinary  perspective.  These  institutes  constitute  an  important 
mechanism  for  implementing  the  Council’s  policy  of  dispersal  of  research 
talents  and  building  up  of  research  capabilities  in  the  different  regions  of 
the  country,  particularly  in  the  areas  where  social  science  is  not  yet  well 
developed. 

The  Council  has  tried  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the 
Review  Committees  of  research  institutes  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
renewal  of  faculty,  upgrading  of  infrastructure  and  research  facilities  and 
encouraging  areas  of  research  beyond  traditional  academic  boundaries. 

The  Research  Institutes  have  established  close  links  with  the  scholars 
in  the  region  as  well  as  elsewhere  through  seminars,  workshops  and  train¬ 
ing,  and  consultancy  programmes.  Some  of  the  institutes  are  closely 
associated  with  national  and  state  level  planning  and  development  agen¬ 
cies  and  have  thereby  strengthened  the  links  between  research  and  policy 
making. 

Each  of  the  Institutes  identifies  its  own  direction  of  research  studies 
which  includes  a  wide  spectrum  of  subjects  related  to  agricultural  and 
rural  development,  industrial  structure  and  growth,  income  distribution 
and  poverty,  employment  and  wages,  inter-regional  differences  in  levels  of 
development,  education,  health,  nutrition,  problems  of  weaker  sections  of 
society  including  women,  energy,  technology,  ecology  and  environment  and 
social,  cultural,  and  institutional  aspects  of  development.  Thus  studies 
have  generated  substantial  empirical  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  Indian 
Economy  and  Society  and  their  dynamics  both  at  the  national  and  regional 
levels. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-five  research  projects  were  completed  in  these 
institutes  during  the  year  under  report.  The  total  number  of  ongoing 
studies  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  351, 

Research  Institutes  disseminate  the  results  of  their  research  studies  in 
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the  form  of  published  books  and  mimeographs  and  working/occasional 
papers  etc.  During  the  year,  the  number  of  books/mimeographs  published 
or  circulated  was  47  and  those  of  working/occasional  papers/articles  487. 

The  Institutes  also  undertake  training  of  young  social  scientists  and 
assist  fresh  researchers  in  designing  and  conducting  their  research.  To 
this  end,  doctoral  fellowships  have  been  provided  to  these  institutes.  Some 
of  the  institutes  have  been  assisting  in  teaching  and  training  programmes 
for  M.  Phil  and  Ph.  D.  students.  In  addition,  as  per  the  Council's  policy 
they  participate  in  postgraduate  teaching,  research  guidance  in  the  uni¬ 
versities  and  also  involve  the  university  teachers  in  their  research 
programmes.  Thirty  scholars  working  under  the  guidance  of  the  faculties 
of  the  research  institutes  were  awarded  Ph.D.  degrees.  During  the  year 
eleven  scholars  submitted  their  doctoral  dissertations  and  156  scholars 
were  working  at  the  research  institutes.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two  semi¬ 
nars  and  workshops  were  held  during  1990-91. 

The  overall  focus  of  the  A.N.  Sinha  Institute  of  Social  Studies  is  deve¬ 
lopment  with  particular  reference  to  problems  of  Bihar  and  eastern  region. 
Studies  of  applied  nature  relating  to  different  aspects  of  rural  and  agri¬ 
cultural  developments  like  bench-mark  study  on  drought  prone  areas, 
shallow  tube-wells,  evaluation  of  Bihar  agricultural  markets,  rural  deve¬ 
lopment  through  government  programmes,  and  problems  of  poverty  and 
employment  in  rural  Bihar  have  been  undertaken.  Group  behaviour 
leadership,  youth  problems,  and  problems  of  education  are  some  of  the 
areas  that  have  also  received  attention.  Moreover,  a  number  of  studies 
relating  to  scheduled  tribes,  scheduled  castes  and  women,  patterns  of 
politico-economic  changes,  audience  profile,  evaluation  of  development 
activities  in  community  education  and  participation  are  also  being  con¬ 
ducted.  During  the  period  under  review  10  studies  have  been  completed 
while  10  are  in  progress.  Two  students  were  awarded  Ph.D. 

Agriculture  and  natural  resource  utilization,  industry,  labour  and 
population  studies,  social,  and  economic  history,  etc.  get  priority  in  the 
research  activities  of  the  Centre  for  Development  Studies,  Trivandrum. 
Some  selected  issues  in  the  field  of  agriculture  have  emerged  as  major 
areas  of  the  Centre’s  research  interests  and  efforts.  Studies  on  canal 
irrigation  and  water  management,  motor  vehicle  industry,  and  railways 
and  traditional  industries  of  Kerala  have  made  progress.  Some  studies 
on  nutrition  and  health  status  of  the  population  of  Kerala  have  been 
taken  up  under  unicef  sponsored  bench-mark  survey.  A  series  of 
studies  on  the  various  aspects  of  migration  especially  of  Keralites  to  the 
Middle  East  have  also  been  undertaken.  Thirty  studies  were  completed 
while  work  on  twenty-five  studies  was  progressing. 

Six  working  papers  and  one  book  was  published  by  the  faculty. 
Besides  22  articles  and  seven  research  papers  were  published  in  various 
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Indian  and  foreign  journals  by  the  Institute’s  faculty  members.  The 
Centre  also  organized  a  refresher  course  on  ‘Population  and  Development’ 
for  trainees  from  developing  countries  and  those  deputed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  Family  Welfare.  Fourteen  students  were  doing  work  for 
Ph.D.  degree. 

The  focus  of  studies  in  the  Centre  for  Policy  Research,  New  Delhi  is 
on  developing  high  priority  policies  for  solving  India’s  political  and  econo¬ 
mic  problems.  Besides,  it  has  been  working  on  a  major  set  of  studies  on 
problems  of  governance  in  India  and  South  Asia.  The  Centre  has  com¬ 
pleted  a  series  of  major  studies  on  problems  of  governance  in  South  Asia, 
Cabinet  system  in  Pakistan,  Bangladesh,  Sri  Lanka  and  Nepal,  political 
power  in  India  and  politics  of  industrial  reform  in  India.  During  1990-91 
the  Centre  continued  sixteen  studies  relating  to  South  Asia  dialogue, 
Indian  Parliament,  elections,  party  system,  etc.  It  has  published  six 
research  studies  and  six  papers  in  mimeographed  form  and  above  200 
articles/papers  were  published  by  the  faculty  in  newspapers  and  research 
journals  on  current  topics. 

Research  activities  at  the  Centre  for  Social  Studies,  Surat  relate  to  the 
study  of  structure  and  processes  of  Indian  society.  Research  at  the 
Centre  has,  therefore,  concentrated  on  direction  of  development  and 
development  administration;  stratification  and  class  formation;  social 
movements;  socio-economic  tensions  and  their  manifestation.  Although 
most  research  studies  undertaken  by  the  Centre  are  concerned  with 
Gujarat,  studies  on  other  parts  of  the  Country  have  also  been  carried 
out.  During  the  period  five  studies  have  been  completed  on  issues  rela¬ 
ting  to  rural  development,  poverty,  society,  and  migrant  labour.  Thir¬ 
teen  studies  are  in  progress,  During  the  year  the  Centre  published  three 
books  and  26  research  papers  in  various  Indian  and  foreign  journals  and 
edited  volumes.  The  Centre  brought  out  four  issues  of  its  quarterly 
journal.  In  addition,  the  Centre  conducted  one  seminar  and  one  work¬ 
shop  and  organized  a  training  course  on  computer  applications  in  social 
sciences  for  scholars.  In  addition  the  Centre  organized  16  lectures  from 
well-known  scholars. 

The  main  concerns  of  research  at  the  Centre  for  the  Study  of 
Developing  Society,  Delhi  have  been  the  following;  (/)  political  philosophy, 
pluricultural  perspectives;  (il)  democratization  and  development;  (///) 
popular  movements;  (iv)  the  role  of  the  region  in  nation  building  inclu¬ 
ding  issues  of  centralization  and  decentralization;  (v)  state,  society,  and 
religion  in  South-East  Asian  countries;  (vz)  peace,  security,  and  development; 
(vii)  development  concept  and  strategy;  (yiii)  survival  and  development; 
(zx)  science,  technology,  and  culture;  (x)  changing  social  stratification, 
(xl)  new  methodologies  of  participative  research;  (xii)  the  role  of  the 
State.  During  the  year  ten  studies  were  completed  and  thirteen  were  in 
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progress.  The  faculty  members  contributed  seventy-four  articles  and 
reviews  in  Indian  and  foreign  journals  and  edited  columns.  The  Centre 
continued  to  bring  out  two  journals,  namely  China  Report  and  Alter¬ 
natives.  One  scholar  was  awarded  doctorate  degree  and  two  scholars 
submitted  their  dissertations.  As  a  part  of  Silver  Jubilee  Programme 
the  Centre  organized  a  series  of  lectures,  two  national  seminars  and  work¬ 
shops  on  various  themes.  The  lectures  were  delivered  by  eminent  foreign 
and  Indian  scholars.  The  Centre  established  an  academic  link  with  New 
York  State  Independent  College  Consortium  for  Study  in  India. 

Among  the  projects  which  receive  major  attention  from  the  Centre 
for  Studies  in  Social  Sciences,  Calcutta  are  family  and  social  institutions 
in  Bengal  and  anthropological  theory;  the  place  of  women  in  the  renewal 
of  society;  urban  poverty;  labour,  specially  in  metropolitan  Calcutta; 
industry,  finance,  and  trade  in  colonial  and  contemporary  India;  the 
historical  geography  of  Calcutta  and  of  tea  plantation  of  Brahmaputra 
Valley;  Marxism  and  social  change;  the  state  and  social  organizations; 
formation  of  the  working  class  in  India;  culture  and  dominance  in  Bengal 
1920-47;  the  world  debt  situation  and  international  economic  policy; 
intellectual  property  rights  and  the  development  of  science  and  technology; 
the  history  of  India  in  the  18th  century;  the  uprising  of  1957;  labour 
response  to  new  technology;  the  aesthetics  of  novel;  the  sociology  of  the 
use  of  Perso-Arabic  wTords  in  Bengali;  the  Bengali  prose  of  18th  and  19th 
centuries  and  the  social  history  of  art  and  artists  in  the  late  19th  and  early 
20th  centuries,  The  new  projects  that  have  been  taken  up  include: 
primary  schooling  and  curricula  in  modern  India — a  case  study  of  Banaras; 
the  economy  of  Calcutta  and  the  labour  market;  power  politics 
and  culture  in  Jamboni,  1890-1950. 

The  Centre  has  completed  four  studies  while  twenty-seven  are  ongoing, 
It  brought  out  two  books  and  two  occasional  papers  during  the  year 
1990-91.  Five  students  were  awarded  Ph.D.  and  four  had  submitted  their 
theses. 

The  focus  of  the  research  activities  of  Council  for  Social  Development 
(Hyderabad)  has  been  on  the  socio-economic  conditions  of  the  people. 
During  the  period  under  report  studies  in  the  areas  of  health,  education, 
and  welfare  of  people  in  general  and  weaker  sections  in  particular  were 
undertaken.  The  Council  completed  seven  studies  and  ten  studies  were 
in  progress.  Five  publications  were  brought  out  by  the  Council  based 
on  its  research  studies.  Besides  three  issues  of  Social  Change  were 
published. 

The  emphasis  at  the  G.B.  Pant  Social  Science  Institute,  Allahabad 
has  been  on  the  development  problems  of  small  and  unorganized  com¬ 
munities  with  special  reference  to  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  benefits 
of  economic  progress  in  the  backward  areas  of  Uttar  Pradesh,  Bihar, 
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Madhya  Pradesh,  and  Orissa.  The  main  activities  of  the  Institute  during 
the  year  1990-91  were:  (i)  conducting  research  studies  relating  to  tube- 
wells,  women,  secularism,  youth,  adult  education  programme,  land  distri¬ 
bution,  and  scheduled  castes;  (ii)  organizing  action-cum-training  program¬ 
mes  for  development  of  rural  women  and  children;  (Hi)  evaluation  of 
IRD  programmes  in  some  districts  of  U.P.,  (iv)  guidance  to  doctoral  and 
post-doctoral  research  students;  (v)  organizing  national  seminars  and 
workshops  on  current  socio-economic  problems  of  the  country,  and  (vi) 
lectures  by  distinguished  scholars,  During  the  period,  the  Institute 
completed  seven  research  projects  while  six  were  in  progress,  It  organi¬ 
zed  three  seminars  and  two  lectures.  One  book  was  brought  out  by  the 
faculty  and  eight  research  papers  and  articles  were  published  during 
1990-91. 

The  research  work  carried  out  by  Giri  Institute  of  Development  Stu¬ 
dies  encompasses  problems  such  as  that  of  rural  development,  marketing 
of  agricultural  products;  rural  industries,  study  of  the  informal  sector 
and  workers  in  the  organized  sector;  urban  migration  and  related  prob¬ 
lems;  social  services  especially  health  and  the  welfare  of  specific  sections 
like  scheduled  castes,  women  and  the  handicapped;  infrastructure  and 
development  especially  in  irrigation,  energy,  and  urban  services;  problem 
of  regional  development  with  a  focus  on  hill  areas  and  issues  arising  out 
of  environmental  dimensions  especially  resource  use  (land  use,  planning, 
forestry,  and  rural  energy  problems).  During  the  year,  the  Institute  com¬ 
pleted  eight  studies  while  twenty-four  were  in  different  stages  of  progress. 
It  published  three  books,  five  monographs  and  seven  occasional  papers. 
One  scholar  was  awarded  the  Ph.D.  degree  and  one  submitted  his  thesis. 
The  Government  of  Uttar  Pradesh  has  set  up  a  Documentation  Centre 
on  U.P.  at  the  Institute  for  providing  documentation  services  to  resear¬ 
chers,  Government  officials,  and  others.  During  the  year  the  Centre 
brought  out  its  Bulletin. 

During  the  period  Gandhian  Institute  of  Studies  has  concentrated  on 
(0  Gandhian  thought  and  peace  research  based  on  fundamental  thinking 
of  Vinoba  Bhavc  and  Jayaprakash  Narayan  on  various  aspects  of  socio¬ 
economic  and  political  life;  (ii)  science,  technology  and  environment; 
search  for  alternatives,-  (ill)  development  process;  and  (iv)  oppressed 
groups  and  minorities.  The  Institute  completed  three  studies  while  seven¬ 
teen  were  in  progress.  The  faculty  of  the  Institute  brought  out  two  books, 
six  papers  and  seven  monographs.  The  Institute  organized  seven  semi¬ 
nars  and  lectures. 

The  Institute  of  Development  Studies,  Jaipur  has  undertaken  and 
completed  a  number  of  important  studies  relating  to  ecology,  livestock, 
women’s  development,  energy,  and  evaluation  studies  such  as  IRDP, 
biogas  problems  of  energy  conservation,  and  social  forestry  etc.  During 
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the  year  1990-91  it  completed  three  research  studies  while  fourteen  were 
in  progress.  It  conducted  two  national  seminars.  Faculty  contributed 
four  books,  ten  working  papers,  and  articles. 

Research  at  the  Institute  of  Economic  Growth,  Delhi  has  been 
primarily  applied  and  quantitative  in  nature.  Research  during  the  period 
covered  subjects  relating  to  energy,  money,  price  and  income,  financial 
savings,  productivity,  growth  and  export  performance,  technical  change, 
employment  and  price,  family  planning,  welfare  implications  of  growth 
etc.  During  the  year  12  research  projects  have  been  completed  and  46 
were  in  various  stages  of  progress.  During  the  year  nine  books  and 
41  research  papers  were  published  and  another  17  were  mimeographed. 
The  Institute’s  journal  Contributions  to  Indian  Sociology  continued  to  he 
published. 

Training  programme  in  planning  and  project  evaluation  of  the  Indian 
Economic  Service  Probationers  is  an  important  part  of  the  Institute’s 
activity.  During  the  period  under  review  one  batch  of  IES  probationers 
completed  their  training.  In  addition,  a  diploma  course  in  development 
planning  and  policy  and  a  training  programme  on  industrial  policy, 
planning  and  development  were  also  organized.  One  scholar  submitted 
his  thesis.  Eleven  seminars  and  one  lecture  w^as  organized  by  the  Insti¬ 
tute. 

The  research  programme  of  the  Indian  Institute  of  Education,  Pune 
blends  theoretical  research,  action  research,  and  extension  activities. 
Efforts  are  made  to  reorient  the  research  activities  of  the  Institute  to  basic 
issues  in  education  in  the  developing  countries  in  general  and  in  India 
and  its  regions  in  particular.  The  research  agenda  initiated  during  the 
period  comprise  education  policy  and  educational  data  bank.  The  Insti¬ 
tute  completed  eight  research  projects  and  twenty-three  research  studies 
were  at  different  stages  of  development.  One  book  was  published  and 
one  occassional  paper  was  brought  out  by  the  faculty.  The  Institute’s 
quarterly  journal  Shikshan  Ani  Samaj  in  Marathi  and  the  Bulletin  conti¬ 
nued  to  be  published.  Twelve  issues  of  the  magazine  Pasai  were  also 
published.  It  also  brought  out  six  issues  of  Samvadini,  a  bi-monthly  in 
Marathi  for  promoting  adult  education.  It  also  conducted  its  M.Phil. 
programmes  and  organized  seven  seminars.  Three  scholars  were  awarded 
Ph.D.  and  two  students  submitted  their  Ph.D.  Thesis. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Enterprise,  Hyderabad  has  conducted  analytical 
fact-finding  and  action  based  research  which  includes  pricing  policies, 
investment  choices,  and  contribution  of  public  enterprises  to  develop¬ 
ment  etc.  The  research  activities  were  centred  on  (?)  economic  liberali¬ 
zation  and  public  enterprise;  (ii)  technology  acquisition  and  development 
in  Indian  telecommunications  industry ;  and  (Hi)  state  level  public  enter¬ 
prises.  The  Institute  celebrated  its  Silver  Jubilee  year.  The  Institute 
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completed  three  research  studies  while  six  were  in  progress.  Seven 
scholars  were  awarded  the  Ph.D.  Degree.  The  Institute  brought  out  its 
Silver  Jubilee  Volume  on  Public  Enterprises:  Towards  a  White  Paper 
and  published  two  books.  In  addition  it  issued  a  bi-monthly  Newsletter 
and  published  its  quarterly  IPE  Journal. 

The  tenth  batch  of  the  MBA  (PE)  completed  their  course  during  the 
year.  The  Institute  conducted  training  programme  for  IAS  trainees 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Personnel  and  Training,  Government 
of  India.  In  addition,  it  conducted  12  Management  Programmes  and 
organized  seven  seminars. 

The  Institute  of  Social  and  Economic  Change,  Bangalore  conducts 
studies  on  regional  disparities,  poverty  and  inequality,  the  changing  social, 
economic,  political,  educational,  and  technological  trends  in  society,  spec! 
lie  aspect  of  rural  and  agricultural  development  etc.  Two  major  long 
term  projects  one  on  ‘Beneficiary  Assessment  of  National  Sericulture 
Project’  and  other  on  ‘Institutional  and  Economic  Aspects  of  Unculti¬ 
vated  Lands’,  were  continued  during  the  year.  A  Quantitative  Analysis 
Unit  was  also  created. 

During  1990-91,  14  studies  were  completed  while  thirty-one  were  in 
different  stages  of  progress.  The  Institute  published  seven  books.  In 
addition,  ninty-nine  research  papers  brought  out  by  the  faculty  were 
published  in  important  Indian  and  foreign  journals  and  newspapers.  Ten 
scholars  were  awarded  Ph.D.  Degree  and  one  had  submitted  his  thesis 
for  the  award  of  Ph.D.  Degree.  Sixth  Course  in  Research  Methodology 
was  conducted. 

The  research  projects  in  Madras  Institute  of  Development  Studies, 
Madras  cover  subjects  like  agriculture  and  rural  economy,  particular 
social  groups,  industry,  employment,  poverty  and  income  distribution, 
public  finance,  urbanization,  environment  and  women’s  studies  etc. 

The  Institute  has  also  been  taking  up  studies  on  management  of  irri¬ 
gation  and  its  effect  on  productivity  and  indigenous  property  relations  and 
development  strategies  funded  under  Indo-Dutch  programme  of  collabo¬ 
ration  and  the  Planning  Commission.  A  volume  of  Economy ,  Society,  and 
Development  was  presented  to  Dr.  Malcolm  S.  Adiseshiah  in  his  honour 
on  his  80th  birthday.  During  the  year  three  studies  were  completed  and 
seven  were  in  progress.  It  brought  out  eight  working  papers  and  one 
occasional  paper  for  publication.  Besides,  the  Institute  conducted  the 
annual  Research  Methodology  Workshop  and  organized  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  Ph.D.  scholars.  Forty  Ph.D.  scholars  participated  in  the  meeting. 
The  Bulletin  Madras  Development  and  Seminar  Series  were  also  published 
during  the  year. 

The  emphasis  of  the  research  work  undertaken  at  the  Sardar  Patel 
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Institute  of  Social  and  Economic  Research  is  related  to  empirical  analysis 
of  levels  of  living  in  Gujarat,  formulation  and  estimation  of  poverty 
indexes,  problems  of  weaker  sections,  evaluation  studies  related  to  social 
forestry,  poverty  programmes,  problems  of  drought  prone  areas,  and 
adult  education  programmes,  etc.  Two  projects  were  completed  while 
eight  were  in  progress.  It  brought  out  a  biannual  journal  in  English  and 
another  in  Gujarati.  The  Institute  organized  a  summer  course  in  research 
methodology.  Besides,  it  also  conducted  two  seminars. 

The  research  at  the  Centre  for  Regional  Ecological  and  Science 
Studies  in  Development  Alternatives,  Calcutta  is  related  to  interfacing  of 
science,  technology  and  society  against  specific  regional,  ecological  and 
human  contexts.  It  has  completed  two  studies  and  submitted  17  reports. 
The  two  books  and  eight  working  and  occasional  papers  were  published 
by  the  faculty. 

During  the  period,  the  Centre  for  Research  in  Rural  and  Industrial 
Development,  Chandigarh  has  conducted  research  on  the  problems  of 
communal  violence  in  the  country  and  on  problems  of  development  in 
border  areas  of  Punjab,  population,  education,  and  technology  for  deve¬ 
lopment.  The  Centre  had  organized  fifty-five  seminars,  national  debate 
on  nation  building,  development  process  and  communication  and  sub¬ 
mitted  an  interim  report  to  the  Ministry  of  Human  Resource  Develop¬ 
ment.  The  Centre  completed  four  studies  and  five  research  studies  were 
at  different  stages  of  completion.  In  addition  it  initiated  two  research 
programmes  one  on  ‘integrated  study  of  Punjab — 1 99 1-2001 s  and  the 
other  on  ‘self-perception  and  motivation  of  minority  communities’.  It 
brought  out  four  issues  of  its  magazine  Men  and  Development  and  four 
books  and  fourteen  articles  were  published  in  newspapers  and  journals* 

The  Centre  for  Women’s  Development  Studies,  Delhi  since  its  incep¬ 
tion  in  1979  has  taken  up  research-cum-actioii  projects.  The  priority 
areas  in  its  research  programmes  are  (/)  women  and  rural  transformation, 
changing  roles,  institutions  and  policies,  (ii)  families:  variations  in  patterns 
of  organization,  sex  role  distribution,  socialization  practices  etc,  (Hi) 
women  in  popular  movements,  (iv)  inner  world  of  women’s  consciousness, 
(y)  women  in  political  process,  and  (W)  women:  access  to  land  and  other 
productive  resources.  During  the  year,  the  Centre  organized  a  workshop 
on  ‘Changing  family  pattern  and  Gender  Role  in  India’,  as  a  part  of  cele¬ 
brations  on  completion  of  ten  years  of  its  functioning  in  which  delegates 
from  neighbouring  countries,  Thailand,  Hongkong,  Indonesia,  and  the 
U.S.A.  participated.  Nine  publications  were  brought  out  by  the  Centre’s 
faculty.  In  addition,  ten  papers  and  articles  and  two  occasional  papers 
were  published  and  six  research  projects  were  in  progress.  The  Centre 
organized  eight  J.P.  Naik  Memorial  Lecture. 

The  major  goal  of  the  Centre  for  Economic  and  Social  Studies, 
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Hyderabad  is  to  undertake  research  projects,  act  as  a  statistical  clearing 
house,  offering  documentation  services,  and  sponsor  training  programmes 
and  workshops.  During  the  year  the  Centre  completed  six  research 
projects  and  eleven  research  studies  were  in  progress.  The  Centre  in  colla¬ 
boration  with  the  Government  of  Andhra  Pradesh  Open  University 
continued  M.  Phil  Programmes  in  Development  Studies  with  specialization 
in  five  areas,  namely  Commerce,  Development  Statistics,  Economics, 
Geography  and  Science,  and  Public  Administration.  A  series  of  18 
seminars  were  organized  by  the  Centre  during  the  year. 

Tire  Mabakrushna  Chondhury  Centre  for  Development  Studies, 
Bhubaneswar,  Orissa,  provides  academic  and  professional  assistance  and 
consultancy  services  to  the  Central  and  State  Governments  aird  Insti¬ 
tutions.  During  the  year  the  Centre  completed  four  research  studies  and 
fifteen  studies  were  in  progress. 

The  faculty  of  the  Centre  brought  out  29  working  papers  and  articles 
and  published  four  books.  Three  scholars  completed  their  Ph.D.  and  two 
scholars  submitted  their  theses  under  the  supervision  of  the  faculty.  The 
Centre  conducted  a  national  seminar  oil  ‘Poverty,  Unemployment,  and 
Rural  Development.’ 

Research  at  the  Gujarat  Institute  of  Area  Planning  has  been  primarily 
applied  and  quantitative  in  nature.  Some  of  the  major  studies  undertaken 
by  the  Institute  relate  to  change  in  non-agricultural  production  in  rural 
areas,  technology  diffusion,  common  property  land  resources,  child  survival 
strategies,  role  of  voluntary  agencies  in  securing  institutional  credit  to  the 
poor  and  problems  of  urban  and  regional  planning  and  human  resource 
development.  During  the  year,  the  Institute  completed  three  research 
projects  and  twelve  research  studies  were  going  on.  The  faculty  of  the 
Institute  published  four  reports  and  twenty-two  working  papers.  Besides, 
it  conducted  three  seminars  and  workshops  in  collaboration  with  other 
agencies. 

The  primary  objective  of  the  Institute  for  Studies  in  Industrial  Deve¬ 
lopment,  Delhi  is  to  build  and  maintain  research  infrastructure  and  data 
based  on  Indian  economy  in  general  and  the  industrial  and  corporate 
sectors  in  particular.  It  also  provides  academic  and  professional  training 
and  guidance  and  consultancy  services  to  institutions  and  Government 
agencies  and  scholars  in  the  field  of  industrial  development.  The  Insti¬ 
tute’s  Corporate  Study  Group  (CSG)  made  some  efforts  to  broaden  its 
perspective.  During  the  year  under  review  one  research  project  was 
completed  and  five  research  studies  were  under  progress.  Thirteen  research 
papers  by  the  faculty  were  published  in  journals.  Besides,  two  books  were 
published.  It  conducted  a  computer  appreciation  and  familiarization 
programme  and  also  use  of  data  bases  in  teaching  and  research. 
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The  ICSSR  established  the  Institute  of  Social  Change  and  Develop¬ 
ment,  Guwahati  in  collaboration  with  the  Government  of  Assam  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Government  of  India.  The  Institute  was  registered 
as  an  autonomous  institution  under  the  Societies  Registration  Act  I860 
on  30  March  1989. 

The  Institute  is  to  promote  research  on  issues  relating  to  the  economy 
and  society  of  Assam,  other  constituted  states,  and  Union  Territories  of 
the  North-Eastern  Region.  While  it  is  important  to  give  greater  emphasis 
to  the  regional  focus,  the  research  programmes  of  the  Institute  would  also 
include  issues  of  national  concern  for  which  the  study  of  the  region  would 
provide  insights.  While  the  most  important  work  of  the  Institute  would 
be  research,  it  will  also  undertake  training  programmes  for  government 
officials,  university  and  college  teachers,  Ph.D.  scholars,  and  young  social 
scientists.  It  would  also  undertake  publication  and  dissemination  of  the 
results  its  research  and  other  allied  and  supportive  academic  activities. 
During  the  year  the  Institute  conducted  a  two-day  workshop  on  ‘Problems 
of  Hindi  Education9  and  initiated  a  Junior  Short-Term  Fellowship  Scheme.

A  meeting  was  organized  at  the  CPR  on  17  April  1990  to  discuss  issues 
relating  to  the  Special  Session  of  the  UN  General  Assembly  on  Inter¬ 
national  Economic  Cooperation.  Mr.  I.KL.  Gujral  the  then  Minister  of 
External  Affairs  attended  the  meeting  at  the  CPR.  He  was  presented  a 
report  on  the  deliberations  of  the  CPR  meeting  to  serve  as  a  background 
material  for  the  UN  Assembly  session. 

GOVERNANCE  IN  SOUTH  ASIA 

CPR  organized  a  seminar  on  ‘Governance  in  South  Asia’  at  Goa  on  4-6 
September  1990  with  three  main  objectives;  first  to  get  from  scholars  of 
five  countries,— India,  Pakistan,  Bangladesh,  Sri  Lanka  and  Nepal— 
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a  comprehensive  overview  of  the  problems  of  governance  in  those  countries. 
Secondly,  to  attempt  a  comprehensive  analysis  of  South  Asian  scenarios 
in  the  context  of  global  changes  in  1990s,  and  thirdly,  to  explore  possi¬ 
bility  of  building  on  Annual  South  Asian  Regional  Dialogue,  at  the  non¬ 
governmental  level,  on  the  model  of  Pugwash.  It  was  agreed  that  CPR 
would  organize  and  host  the  first  Regional  Dialogue  in  1991, 

CHANGE  IN  INDUSTRIAL  POLICY 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Department  of  Personnel  (Training  Division)  of 
the  Government  of  India,  the  CPR  organized  a  one-day  workshop  at  the 
CPR  on  the  changes  in  Industrial  Policy  for  the  IAS  officials  of  Secretary- 
level,  on  19  January  1991.  Policy  reforms  was  the  main  focus  of  the 
structured  discussions  at  the  workshop.

The  Centre  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  International  Deve¬ 
lopment  Studies,  Roskilde  University  Centre,  Roskilde,  Denmark,  for 
cooperation  in  research  between  senior  researchers  attached  to  these  two 
institutions  and  the  University  of  Zimbabwe,  Harare,  for  organization  of 
joint  conferences  and  for  the  preparation  of  joint  publications  as  well  as 
its  exchange  of  Ph.D.  students  between  the  Centre  and  the  International 
Development  Studies,  Roskilde  University  Centre.  Professor  Arniya 
Kumar  Bagchi,  Professor  Partha  Chatterjee,  Shri  Prabirjit  Sarkar  and 
Shri  Anj  an  Ghosh  visited  Denmark  under  this  programme  and  delivered 
lectures  in  the  Seminar  Series  organized  by  the  Roskilde  University  Centre. 

Under  this  programme  a  scheme  has  been  drawn  up  for  the  training 
of  young  researchers  within  the  framework  of  a  3-year  Ph.D.  programme 
on  ‘Political  and  Cultural  Institutions  in  Development’.

LIBRARY 

The  library  lias  acquired  475  volumes  of  books  and  government  reports 
during  the  year,  of  which  55  volumes  were  received  as  gift  from  various 
institutions.  The  present  total  collection  of  the  library  is  12,363  volumes. 
In  periodicals  148  journals  were  on  the  current  subscription  list,  of  which 
78  are  Indian  and  70  foreign  (including  7  journals  added  to  the  list  during 
the  year  under  report).  In  addition  to  the  journals  received  against  subs¬ 
cription,  another  31  journals  were  received  regularly  on  gift/exchange 
basis. 

During  the  year  310  volumes  of  back  files  of  the  journals  have  been 
bound  which  brought  the  total  number  of  bound  journals  to  1,702 
volumes. 

The  library  is  planning  to  create  an  inhouse  database  using 
the  Computerized  Documentation  System/Integrated  Set  of  Information 
System  (CDS/ISIS)  software  package  developed  by  the  UNESCO.  The 
package  in  floppies  has  been  received  from  the  Department  of  Science 
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and  Technology,  Government  of  India  and  the  programme  is  being  run 
on  a  trial  basis.

IMPORTANT  EVENTS 

The  Centre  for  Women’s  Development  Studies  (CWDS)  celebrated  ten 
years  of  its  existence  in  April  1990/  For  the  occasion  it  organized  a 
cultural  evening,  on  28  April  1990  at  Pyarelal  Bhavan.  The  celebration 
marked  centre’s  resolve  to  continue  its  efforts  to  influence  society’s  per¬ 
ception  of  women’s  contribution  and  a  reaffirmation  in  women’s  right  to 
actively  participate  as  equal  partners. 

RESEARCH 

ONGOING  PROJECTS 

L  Development,  Families,  and  Women,  (2)  A  Study-cum- Action  Plan 
for  Women’s  Development  in  Mizoram* 

action  research 

L  Wasteland  Development  and  Rural  Women’s  Empowerment:  The 
collaboration  project  of  the  ILO-CWDS  on  Wasteland  Development 
through  Women’s  Organizations  in  West  Bengal  will  have  by  mid- 1991, 
completed  four  years. 

In  order  to  strengthen  the  programmes  undertaken  by  the  Samitjs, 
several  training  sessions  were  arranged  during  the  year  such  as  training 
in  tasar  cocoon  rearing  for  tasar  cultivators,  management  of  women’s 
economic  activities,  health  care,  nutrition  and  pre-school  education  for 
attendants  of  creches,  and  adult  literacy  for  instructors  of  adult  education 
centres.  Similarly  two  staff  members  Of  CWDS  underwent  training  in 
mushroom  cultivation  and  tasar  seed  production. 

The  other  notable  developments  in  the  project  during  the  year  are: 

L  The  Khadi  and  Village  Industries  Commission  sought  cooperation 
of  CWDS  and  Nari  Bikas  Sangh  (NBS)  to  promote  KVIC  activities  in  the 
region. 

2.  NBS  fought  for  the  representation  of  women  in  Forest  Protection 
Committee.  The  District  Forest  Officials  have  directed  through  an  order 
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that  hereafter  all  Forest  Protection  Committees  shall  have  30  per  cent 
reservation  for  women  in  the  villages  where  FPC’s  have  been  formed, 

3.  Sint.  Malati  Mandi  (Secretary,  Nari  Bikash  Sangha)  participated 
in  a  conference  at  Manila,  Philippines  on  ‘Gender  Issues  in  Agriculture’, 
jointly  organized  by  the  Asian  Development  Bank  and  UNIFEM. 

4.  In  a  recent  discussion  with  the  ILO  experts  who  visited  the  project 
site,  the  CWDS  and  NBS  agreed  to  use  other  means  of  mobilizing  women 
of  the  region  such  as  small  credit  programme,  experimental  child  care 
centres  with  community  participation,  animal  husbandry,  FPC  related 
activities,  babui  grass  cultivation  etc.  without  putting  singular  emphasis 
on  wasteland  development  through  tasar  plantations. 

5.  In  response  to  a  plea  by  the  NBS  in  obtaining  access  to  the  revenue 
wastelands,  discussions  have  started  with  the  district  officials  and  .NBS 
for  identification  of  villages,  wastelands,  and  women’s  groups. 

6.  Three  model  child  care  centres  have  been  started  during  the  year 
without  waiting  for  any  material  assistance  from  the  Panchayat.

AUDIT  REPORT  ON  THE 

INDIAN  COUNCIL  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENCE  RESEARCH, 

NEW  DELHI  FOR  THE  YEAR  1990-91 

INTRODUCTORY 

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research  (Council)  was  regis¬ 
tered  in  July  1969  under  the  Societies’  Registration  Act,  1860.  The 
main  objectives  of  the  Council  are  to  review/promote,  encourage,  assist 
and  co-ordinate  social  science  research.  The  audit  of  the  accounts  of 
the  Council  has  been  entrusted  under  Section  20(1)  of  the  Comptroller 
and  Auditor  General’s  (Duties,  Powers  and  Conditions  of  Service)  Act, 
1971.  The  Council  is  financed  mainly  by  grants  from  the  Government 
of  India.  During  1990-91,  it  received  grants  aggregating  Rs.  715.22  lakhs 
(Plan  Rs.  284.44  lakhs  and  non-Plan  Rs.  430.78  lakhs). 

2.  COMMENTS  ON  ACCOUNTS 

2.1  STATUS  OF  REGIONAL  CENTRES  NOT  SETTLED 

During  1990-9.1,  the  Council  paid  Rs.  31.70  lakhs  to  its  six  regional 
centres. 

in  para  2.1  of  the  Audit  Report  on  the  Council  for  the  year  1 986-87, 
mention  was  made  about  the  sub-committee  set  up  by  the  Council  on  12th 
March  1984  to  review  the  legal  status,  functioning,  administrative  struc¬ 
ture  and  other  related  issues  of  the  regional  centres.  The  sub-committee 
was  of  the  view  that  these  centres  should  not  form  part  of  the  Council 
and  that  the  present  collaborative  arrangements  were  satisfactory.  Under 
the  present  collaborative  arrangement  the  payments  made  to  the  centres 
were  being  treated  as  grants-in-aid  and  accounts  rendered  by  them  were 
not  being  incorporated  in  the  annual  accounts  of  the  Council.  The 
accounts  of  these  centres  were  being  audited  by  the  statutory  Auditors/ 
Chartered  Accountants  of  the  host  institutions. 

The  Council  had  intimated  in  July  1987  that  legal  formalities  in  regard 
to  the  relationship  and  position  of  regional  centres  vis-a-vis  the  Council 
and  the  host  institutions  in  terms  of  ownership  and  occupancy  rights 
of  the  buildings  would  be  finalised  by  the  end  of  March  1988. 
The  Council  further  intimated  in  July  1988  that  the  sub-committee  was 
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re-constituted  in  April  1988  and  that  it  would  be  able  to  settle  the  issue 
and  finalise  the  legal  formalities  by  March  1989* 

The  sub-committee,  in  its  second  meeting  held  in  January  1989,  had 
recommended  that  the  regional  centres  should  be  registered  as  autono¬ 
mous  centres  under  Societies  Registration  Act,  1860.  In  pursuance 
thereof,  the  Council  decided  that  regional  centres  should  be  registered 
as  autonomous  bodies.  The  decision  was  conveyed  to  Government  for 
approval. 

In-  August  1989,  the  Government  advised  the  Council  to  frame 
concrete  proposals  and  obtain  the  approval  of  Government.  The  pro¬ 
posals  were  yet  to  be  submitted  to  the  Government  (July  1991). 

The  Council  stated  in  July  1991  that  in  response  to  draft  memoran¬ 
dum  of  Association  and  Rules,  circulated  among  the  Directors  of  the 
regional  centres  and  Heads  of  the  host  institutions  in  March  1990.  replies 
from  four  regional  centres  had  been  received  and  were  discussed  in  the 
eighth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Honorary  Directors  of  the  ICSSR 
Regional  Centres  in  May  1991.  The  Conference  was  of  the  view  that  no 
hasty  decision  should  be  taken  on  this  complex  issue  which  should  be 
discussed  in  depth  taking  into  account  all  the  options  expressed  before 
taking  a  final  decision. 

Unless  the  legal  status  and  administrative  structure  of  regional  centres 
are  approved  by  the  Government  continued  maintenance  of  these  centres 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  Council  was  not  justified.  The  total  grant  paid 
by  the  Council  to  the  regional  centres  till  March  1991  Was  Rs.  333.61 
lakhs. 

The  Council  further  stated,  in  January  1992  that  the  Review 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  to  review  the  functioning  of  the 
regional  centres  had  also  discussed  this  issue  in  depth  after  visiting  each 
regional  centre  and  arrived  at  certain  conclusions.  The  report  of  the 
Review  Committee  was  under  preparation. 

2.2  INCOMPLETE  RECORDS  OF  ASSETS 

(0  Land  and  Buildings  (Rs.  368.25  lakhs) 

According  to  the  asset  register  maintained  by  the  Council,  the  value 
of  land  and  building  stood  at  Rs.  350.97  lakhs,  whereas  the  amount  as 
per  accounts  was  Rs.  368.25  lakhs. 

The  Council  stated  in  June  1991  and  January  1992  that  the  difference 
of  Rs.  17,28  lakhs  represented. the  amount  given  to  Eastern  and  Southern 
regional,  centres  for  which  records  were  not  maintained  by  the  Council 
in  the  absence- of  a  decision  about  the  legal  status  of  the  centres. 
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(//)  Furniture  and  equipment — Rs.  67,90  lakhs 

Discrepancy  in  the  value  of  furniture  and  equipments  as  per  register 
of  Furniture  and  Equipment  and  Balance  Sheet  was  pointed  out  in  the 
Audit  Reports  for  1988-89  and  1989-90.  The  discrepancy  persisted  during 
the  year  1990-91  also*  As  per  stock-register  the  value  of  furniture  and 
equipments  as  on  31st  March  1991  was  Rs.  64.49  lakhs  whereas  the 
value  shown  in  the  Balance  Sheet  was  Rs.  67.90  lakhs.  The  difference 
of  Rs.  3.41  lakhs  could  not  be  explained  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  stated  in  July  1991  and  January  1992  that  the  difference 
related  to  a  very  old  period  and  that  efforts  were  being  made  to  trace  the 
old  records  for  settling  the  discrepancies. 

(?77)  Library  books 

(a)  As  on  31st  March  1991  the  value,  of  books  shown  in  the  balance 
sheet  was  Rs.  43.39  lakhs  which  did  not  tally  with  the  value  of  books 
as  per  accession  registers.  >  Consequently,  the  amount  shown  as  asset 
on  account  of  books  in  the  balance  sheet  could  not  be  verified. 

Similar  irregularity  was  pointed  out  in  the  Audit  Report  for  the  year 

1989- 90  also. 

The  Council  stated  in  January  1992,  that  the  difference  between  the 
balance  sheet  and  the  accession  registers  was  for  the  reason  that  the  net 
cost  of  the  books  after  deducting  rebate/discount,  etc.  i.e.  actual  payments 
made  were  taken  in  the  balance  sheet  whereas  in  the  accession  registers, 
gross  price  was  to  be  reflected. 

(b)  As  per  records  of  the  library,  value  of  books  received  by  the  Council 
as  gift  during  1990-91  was  Rs,  31,713.00  whereas  value  of  gifted  books 
as  shown  in  the  balance  sheet  was  only  Rs.  1607.17.  Thus  the  value  of 
gifted  books  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  30,105.83  was  understated. 

The  Council  stated  in  June  1991  that  necessary  rectification  would  be 
done  in  the  accounts  for  1991-92. 

(c)  As  per  records  of  the  library,  books  valuing  Rs.  1,49,958.60  were 
purchased  during  1990-91  whereas  the  value  of  books  purchased^  during 

1990- 91  shown  in  the  Receipt  and  Payment  Account/Balance  Sheet  was 
Rs.  1,48,516.00.  As  such  value  of  assets  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  1,442.60 
was  understated. 

The  Council  stated  in  January  1992  that  the  difference  of  Rs.  1442.60 
was  for  the  reason  that  some  cheques  issued  to  the  suppliers  in  1989-90 
were  cancelled  in  1990-91  and  their  amount  was  taken  as  credit  in  the 
accounts  of  the  Council  for  the  year  1990-91. 

(d)  Government  of  India’s  decision  1  (vi)  below  GFR  116  (2)  provides 
that  physical  verification  of  library  books  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
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3  years  should  be  carried  out  in  the  case  of  libraries  having 
20,000  to  50,000  volumes. 

The  Council  stated  in  July  1991  that  the  last  physical  verification  of 
Library  books  was  undertaken  in  the  year  1989-90.  However,  the  results 
of  physical  verification  was  not  made  available  to  audit 

2.3  INCORRECT  DEPICTION  OF  THE  VALUE  OE  PRICED  PUBLICATIONS  IN  THE 

BALANCE  SHEET 

Up  to  1989-90,  the  value  of  priced  publications  of  the  Council  was 
exhibited  at  cost  price  in  the  Balance  Sheet.  However,  when  the  books 
were  sold  at  the  sale  price  which  was  fixed  by  tire  Council  at  about  three 
to  five  times  of  cost,  the  value  of  the  asset  was  being  reduced  by  the 
total  sale  proceeds.  The  procedure  followed  by  the  Council  was  not 
correct  as  only  the  cost  of  the  sold  publications  was  required  to  be  re¬ 
duced  from  capitalised  price  and  profit  should  have  been  shown  as  in¬ 
come  of  the  Council.  This  incorrect  practice  followed  by  the  Council 
had  resulted  in  understatement  of  the  value  of  its  unsold  priced  publi¬ 
cations  lying  with  the  Council  at  the  begining  of  April  1990  (Rs.  32.17 
lakhs). 

During  1990-91,  the  Council  sold  priced  publications  of  Rs.  1,30,229.10 
which  was  accounted  as  income  in  the  Income  and  Expenditure  account. 
The  cost  price  of  these  publications  amounting  to  Rs.  66,428.73  was 
reduced  from  the  capital  value  of  the  books.  Only  profit  of  Rs.  63,800.37 
(Rs.  1,30,229.10  minus  Rs.  66,428.73)  on  the  sale  of  priced  publications 
should  have  been  shown  as  income  in  the  Income  and  Expenditure  account 
instead  of  Rs.  1,30,229.10  (total  sale  proceeds). 

The  Council  stated,  in  June  1991  and  January  1992,  that  correct  value 
of  the  priced  publications  after  making  necessary  adjustments  would  be 
reflected  in  the  annual  accounts  for  1991-92. 

3.  PURCHASE  OF  COMPUTERS 

The  Council  placed  orders  for  nine  computers  (PC  ATs)  abngwith 
7  printers  and  softwares  with  firm  ‘A’  in  March  1991  at  a  price  of  Rs. 
12.04  lakhs  to  modernise  its  work  culture.  An  advance  of  Rs.  9.63 
lakhs,  being  80  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  computers  and  softwares  was 
also  paid  to  the  firm  in  March  1991.  The  scheduled  date  of  delivery 
of  the  computers  was  12  weeks  from  the  date  of  order. 

These  computers  were  to  be  installed  in  the  new  building  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  under  construction  in  Jawahar  Lai  Nehru  University  campus  which 
was  originaiiy  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  February- March  1988. 
As  the  building  was  not  ready,  the  Council  requested  the  firm  in  June 
1991  to  postpone  the  delivery  of  six  computers  to  middle  of  September 
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1991.  The  computers  were  received  in  July  1991  (three)  and  December 
1991  (six). 

The  computers  had  not  been  installed  till  December  1991  as  the  site 
where  these  were  to  be  installed  was  not  ready. 

Thus  the  expenditure  incurred  on  the  purchase  of  computers  resulted 
in  avoidable  blocking  of  funds. 

The  Council  stated  in  January  1992,  that  the  computer  room  in  the 
office  block  of  the  new  building  was  ready.  However,  the  installation 
of  new  computers  was  held  up  for  want  of  power  connection.  It  was 
expected  that  the  power  connection  would  be  provided  by  D.E.S.U.  soon, 
The  matter  was  being  pursued  vigorously. 

4.  PURCHASE  OF  PAPER  IN  EXCESS  OF  REQUIREMENT 

The  Council  has  its  own  publication  department  for  publication  of 
books,  journals  etc.  At  the  beginning  of  April  1990,  the  Council  had 
an  opening  stock  of  paper  worth  Rs.  1.80  lakhs  and  purchased  more 
stock  of  paper  worth  Rs.  2.26  lakhs  during  1990-91.  It  was  observed 
that  consumption  of  paper  during  1990-91  was  of  Rs.  1,51  lakhs  only 
which  was  much  less  than  the  opening  stock  of  paper  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  April  1990.  It  would,  thus  be  seen  that  paper  was  purchased 
without  assessing  the  requirement  and  purchase  of  paper  worth  Rs.  2.26 
lakhs  during  1 990-9 J  was  not  justified. 

The  Council  stated  in  June  1991  that  paper  could  not  be  utilized  due 
to  (/)  non-receipt  of  manuscript  of  survey  reports  (it)  non-preparation 
of  manuscript  of  various  issues  of  journals  and  (///)  use  of  special  type 
of  paper  in  the  printing  of  their  newsletter. 

The  Council  stated  in  January  1992  that  during  1990-91,  ninety  reams 
of  paper  size  23"x36"/21.3  Kgs.  were  purchased  for  printing  of  noil- 
priced  publications  which  could  not  be  utilised  due  to  change  in  speci¬ 
fication  of  the  publication.  It  was  expected  that  the  few  reams  of  the 
paper  which  were  still  lying  unutilised  would  be  used  shortly.  It  was 
also  stated  that  paper  of  other  specifications  purchased  during  1990-91 
had  either  been  utilised  after  April  1993.  or  would  be  utilised  during. 
1991-92. 

5.  NON-MAINTENANCE  OF  BLOCK  ACCOUNTS 

The  Council  provides  recurring  and  non-recurring  grants  to  the  re¬ 
search  institutes  under  its  grants-in-aid  scheme.  During  1976-77  to 
1990-91,  the  Council  paid  Rs.  2,279.32  lakhs  to  25  research  institutes  as 
grants  for  research  work  for  financial  assistance  to  institutions  and  socie¬ 
ties  doing  research  in  the  field  of  social  science,  which  were  outside  the 
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scope  of  University  Grants  Commission.  Rs.  604.51  lakhs  out  of  this 
represented  non-recurring  grants. 

As  per  rule  16  (8)  of  the  Council’s  Rules  for  grants-in-aid  to  Research 
Institutes,  all  assets  would  be  deemed  to  be  the  property  of  the  Council 
held  by  the  research  institutions  in  trust.  These  Institutions  were  re¬ 
quired  to  maintain  register  of  such  assets  in  the  prescribed  form  and  fur¬ 
nish  an  extract  thereof  alongwith  annual  accounts  to  the  Council.  These 
assets  were  not  to  be  mortgaged,  sold,  transferred  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  in  any  manner  without  prior  approval  of  the  Council. 

It  was,  however,  noticed  that  the  Council  had  not  kept  any  records 
indicating  the  total  value  of  assets  created  by  the  grantee  institutions 
out  of  grants  paid  to  them,  though  non-recurring  grants  of  Rs.  604,51 
lakhs  were  released  to  them  up  to  March  1991.  A  similar  omission  was 
pointed  out  in  the  Audit  Reports  for  1987-88  to  1989-90. 

The  Council  stated  in  July  1991  that  assets  register  in  respect  of  gran¬ 
tee  institutions  would  be  prepared  in  the  month  to  come. 

The  Council  further  stated  in  January  1992  that  the  information  in 
respect  of  three  Institutes  had  already  been  updated  and  in  other  cases 
it  was  being  done. 

6.  PUBLICATION  GRANT 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  Report  of  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor 
General  of  India,  for  the  year  ended  31st  March  1990 — No.  11  of  1991  — 
Union  Government  (other  Autonomous  Bodies)  that  out  of  99  reports 
and  273  doctoral  theses  for  which  the  Council  had  awarded  publication 
grants  of  Rs.  16.31  lakhs  during  1985-86  to  1989-90,  only  45  reports 
and  139  doctoral  theses  were  published,  and  that  43  reports  and  79  doc¬ 
toral  theses  due  for  publication  up  to  March  1970  had  not  been  publish¬ 
ed.  The  Ministry  stated  in  April  1991  that  a  list  of  cases  where  no  re¬ 
plies  to  the  Council's  request  to  the  authors/publishers  had  been  received, 
would  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Council. 

it  was,  however,  seen  that  48  reports  and  105  doctoral  theses  due 
for  publication  as  at  the  end  of  March  1991  were  yet  to  be  published 
at  the  end  of  November  1991. 

The  Council  stated  in  January  1992,  that  the  list  of  such  cases  was 
placed  before  the  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  Grants  in  its  meet¬ 
ing  held  during  December  1991.  The  Individual  cases  were  being 
reviewed  and  extension  granted  in  some  cases.  Other  cases  had  been 
reported  to  the  Committee  and  the  sanction  of  grant  had  been  withdrawn.

7.  OUTSTANDING  UTILIZATION  CERTIFICATES— RESEARCH 

PROJECTS 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  Report  of  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor 
General  of  India,  ibid  that  utilisation  certificates  in  respect  of  332  research 
projects  due  for  completion  by  March  1990  amounting  to  Rs.  77,53 
lakhs  were  awaited.  The  position  of  outstanding  utilisation  certificates 
did  not  show  any  improvement.  At  the  end  of  July  1991  utilisation  cer¬ 
tificates  in  respect  of  353  projects  due  by  the  end  of  March  1991  amount¬ 
ing  to  Rs.  78.64  lakhs  were  awaited. 

The  Council  stated  in  January  1992  that  utilisation  certificates  for 
about  Rs.  53  lakhs  had  been  received  during  1991-92  and  steps  were 
being  taken  to  reduce  the  balance  further. 

8.  RESEARCH  FELLOWSHIPS 

Mention  was  made  in  the  Report  of  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor 
General  of  India  ibid  regarding  non-receipt  of  utilisation  certificates  in 
respect  of  fellowships/contingent  grants  granted  by  trie  Council.  943 
utilisation  certificates  for  Rs.  90.44  lakhs  in  respect  of  the  following 
fellowships/contingency  grants  due  by  the  end  of  March  1991  were  still 
awaited  (July  1991):

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Besides  final  reports  in  171  cases  (39  Research  Fellowships  and  132 
Doctoral  Fellowships)  due  as  on  31st  March  1991  were  still  awaited. 

The  Council  stated  in  October  1991  that  scholars  were  not  required 
to  send  final  reports  in  respect  of  short  term  doctoral  fellowships  (partial 
assistance  to  Ph.D.  Scholars)  and  contingency  grants.  They  were  to 
simply  inform  the  Council  when  they  are  awarded  Ph.D.  degree.  Some 
times  they  send  the  provisional  certificate  of  Ph.  D.  degree. 

The  Council  further  stated  in  January  1992  that  total  number  of  pend¬ 
ing  utilisation  certificates  had  come  down  from  943  to  598  and  corres¬ 
pondingly  the  amount  for  which  utilisation  certificate  was  awarded  had 
come  down  to  Rs.  69.09  lakhs. 

9.  UNSOLD  PUBLICATIONS 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  Report  of  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor 
General  of  India  ibid  that  at  the  end  of  March  1990,  81,247  copies  of 
publications  were  lying  unsold  in  stock.  As  per  latest  position  (July 
1991)  89,630  copies  costing  Rs.  18.84  lakhs  were  still  lying  unsold  with 
the  Council. 

The  Council  stated  in  January  1992  that  1CSSR  publications  were 
brought  out  for  proper  propagation  of  research  findings  so  as  to  generate 
further  research  work  and  that  commercial  consideration  was  not  the 
criterion  for  publication  of  research  books  or  journals. 

The  contention  of  the  Council  is  not  valid  as  the  number  of  copies 
to  be  brought  out  should  be  based  on  the  requirement  for  propagation 
of  research  findings. 

10.  INTERNAL  AUDIT 

The  Council  had  a  number  of  departments  and  Regional  Centres 
located  at  Bombay,  Calcutta,  Hyderabad,  Shillong  etc.  The  total  ex¬ 
penditure  of  the  Council  was  about  Rs.  6.41  crores.  However,  the  Coun¬ 
cil  did  not  have  any  system  of  internal  audit  for  checking  of  transactions, 
maintenance  of  records  and  observance  of  rules,  orders  and  procedures. 

The  Council  stated  in  January  1992  that  the  Ministry  had  recently 
sanctioned  one  post  of  Section  Officer  and  one  post  of  Lower  Division 
Clerk  for  Internal  Audit  cell.  Steps  were  being  taken  to  form  the  Audit 
Cell  as  early  as  possible.
